OUR Committee having in the former Report 
laid before the Houſe the Obſtructions they 
met with in the Courſe of their Inquiry, and 
finding that the Lords had refuſed to concur 
in the Means propoſed by this Houſe to remove them, 
by rejecting the Bill for indemnifying ſuck Perſons as ſhall 
fon Exammation make Diſcoveries, touching the Liſpofiiion 
of Publick Moncy, or concerning the Di ſpaſtion of Offices, or 
an) Payments or Agreements in reſpect thereof, or concerning 
other Matters relating to the Conduct of Robert Earl of Or- 
ford, have not thought it adviſeable to enter upon any 
new Matter rcjating to the Tranſactions of the ſaid Earl 
of Orford, But as previous to the rejecting of the ſaid 
Bill by the other Houſe, they had ſeveral Matters before 
them of the higheſt Conſequence and Importance to the 
Succeſs of the War with Hain, and to the Domeſtick 
Oeconomy and good Order of the Kingdom, to the Payment 
of the Troops abroad, to the Freedom of Elections at 
Home, and to the Quantity and Method of iſſuing Publick 
Money for the ſecret Services of the Stare, in all which the 
ſaid Farl appears to have had the principal, if not the ſole 
Direction, your Committee thought it their abſolute 
Duty to lay theſe Matters before the Houſe, and were 
Preparing to do it with as much Clearneſs and Perſpicuity 
as the many notorious Diffi-vltics and Diſcouragements 
this Enquiry has laboured under would permit. But in 
the Exccution of this Deſign they were again interrupied 
by a new and unforcſeen Obſtruction, to one of the mott 
materia! Points in Queſtion ; which therefore, together 
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(4) 
with the other Matters abovementioned, they find them- 
ſelves under a Neceſlity of laying before the Houſe. 

As the vigorous and ſucceſsful Proſecution of the War 
in America ſeems to have been the great Object of the In- 
tereſts and Inclination of the People of Great Britain, and 
as an Expedition to a Climate ſo diſtant and dangerous 
muſt unavoidably be attended with an immenſe Expence, 
both of Men and Money, to the Nation, your Committee 
therefore conſidering how eſſentially it muſt affect the 
Glory of His Majeliy's Arms, and the Juſtice due to this 
Nation, that thoſe of their Countrymen who chearfully 
undertook a Service where the Enemy was the leaſt Danger 
they were expoſed to, ſhould be juſtly and fully paid the 


E Sums raiſed to ſupport them, have thought it their 


uty to enquire into the Contract made for ſupplying His 
Majeſty's Forces going upon the Expedition with Lord 
Cathcart, and to examine whether it had been eſtabliſhed 
on the moſt juſt and advantageous Foot, for Troops ſo pe- 
culiarly deſerving the Care and Attention of the Publick, 
and 1n proceeding therein. 3 

Your Committee find that the Money, or rather the 


Currency of Jamaica, is of a leſs Value than Sterling Mo- 


ney, and by the Examination of Merchants it appears 
that for ſome Years before the Commencement of the War 
with ain, the Rate of Exchange between Jamaica and 
England was from 135 to 140, but generally at 1401. very 
few Bills having been drawn under that Rate; that is, 
Perſons at Jamaica generally paid 140 J. of the Currency 
of that Country, for a Bill which entitled them or their 
Agents to 100 J. Sterling in England. | 

Your Committee find that on the gth of Fuly 1740, 
the following Propoſal was made to the Treaſury for tur- 
nithing Money at Jamaica for the Expedition under Lord 
Cathcart, by Peter Burrell and Fohn Briſtow, Eſqrs, Mem- 
bers of this Houſe.

This Propoſal was the ſame Day agreed to by the Com- 
miſſioners of the Treaſury; the Earl of Orford being 
then preſent at the Board, which appears the more extra- 
ordinary to your Committee, becauſe the Commiſſioners of 
the Treaſury (had they thought fit to enquire) muſt have 
found that for ſeveral Months preceding the Date of this 
Propoſal, all the Bills drawn from Jamaica for the Service 
of His Majeſty's Navy and Ordnance, were drawn at the 
Rate of 140 J. for 100 J. Sterling, as appears by the Appen- 
dix (No 1) 

Vour Committee alſo obſerve, that at the Time of the 
Delivery of this Propoſal it could be no Secret to Mr. Bir- 
rel and Mr. Briſtozy, that the Exchange from Jamaica was 
at 140 J. For your Committee find in the Minutes of a 
Court of Directors of the South-Sea-Company, when Mr. 


Burrell, Sub- governor, and Mr. Briſtow, Deputy-governor, 
were preſent, the following Order.

HAT it be referred to the Committee of Correſ- 
T poudence to conſider and report their Opinion 
concerning the Exchange from Jamaica, which is now 
at 140 l. for 100 /. Sterling, and yet the Company are 
© not credited for the Dollars, Piſtoles, and Bar-Gold, 
* more than when the Exchange was at 135 fer Cent. 
The Circumſtances which preceded and occaſioned this 
extraordinary Tranſaction, as far as your Committee have 
5 : been 
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been able to trace them, are of a very ſingular Nature; 
for it appears by the Examination of Captain Alexander 
Wilſon, who was Agent to Lord Gathcart when he was pre- 
paring for the Expedition to the H- Indies, (which is an- 
nexed in the Appendix, No. 2.) That in the May or 
June preceding this Contract, the Paymaſter-General com- 
municated to Lord Cathcart a Method of paying the Troops, 
which his Lordſhip approved of; this was by ſending a 
Sum of Money with the Deputy-Paymaſter, who was to 
attend the Expedition, and impowering him to draw whar 
Bills ſhould be neceſſary, and directing the Troops to be 
paid at Jamaica at ſuch a Rate of Exchange as ſhould ap- 
pear to Lord Cathcart and the Superior Officers to be moſt 
advantagious to the Troops: And it being intimated ſome 
Time after to Lord Cathcart, that a Contract for paying 
the Troops at 120 Jamaica Money for 100 J. Sterling was 
then depending before the Treaſury, he immediately pro- 
cured a Meeting with Mr. Hanbury Williams, Pay maſter of 
the Marines, Mr. Burrell, and Mr. Briſſow, with a View, 
if poſſible, to get the Troops paid in a more advantagious 
Manner, for he did not apprehend the Contract was ar 
that Time paſs d. At this Meeting he mentioned the In- 
conveniences which might ariſe from the paying the Men 
at a Rate ſo much lower than the known Exchange, and 
the Danger there was from what he had obſerved abroad 
of its producing Diſcontents and Mutiny ; and after ſeve— 
ral Arguments uſed on both Sides, their Meeting ended on 
Mr. Burrell or Briſtow's declaring that they had made an 
Agreement with the Treaſury already on the Terms of 
120 Jamaica Money for 100 J. Sterling, and that they 
could not do it for leſs Profit. 
From the Examinations of Mr. Burrell and Mr. Briſtor 
(which are annexed in the Appendix, No. 3.) it appears 
that they applied for this Contract to the Earl of Orford, 
and to no other Perſon. For when it was publickly 
Known that the Troops were going to Jamaica, Mr. Bur- 
rell acquainted the ſaid Farl, that he had Correſpondents 
in Jamaica on the Sout h- Sega Company's Account who were 
Men of Great Credit, and had the greateſt Command of 
Money of any in the Place; and he thought it Money 
was wanted there, he could ſupply the Government as well 
as any Body, and that afterwards conſidering, the great 

Importance of the Affair, he thought it too much FO 
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for himſelf alone, and mentioned it to Mr. Hriſtom, and 


they together ſettled the Terms of their Propofal: And 


about the Month of June 1740, the Parliament being then 
prorogued, they waired on the Earl of Orford, and pro- 
poſed to him the ſame Terms, which were afterwards 
agreed to by the Treaſury, The ſaid Earl aſked them it 
theſe were the loweſt Terms, and hoped they would not 
aſk more than was reaſonable, or what any Body ſhould, 


complain of; that he would not take it on himſelf, but 
deſired them to make their Propoſals to the Treaſury, 


Which ſeems to your Committee to have been intirely Mat- 


ter of Form; for it appears, that when this |ropoſal was 


accordingly delivered to the Treaſury, the Gentlemen can- 
not recolle& to whom it was delivered, nor when nor by 
whom they were informed of its being accepted ; nay, one 
of the Gentlemen even does not remember, whether they 
themſelves went with their Propoſal when it was pre- 


{ented. 


And your Committee having alſo examined Charles 
Hanbury Williams, Eſq; a Member of this Houſe, touching 
the Converſation that paſſed between Mr. Burrell, Mr. 
Briflow, and Lor] Cathcart, at Mr. Wiilzams's Office, have 


| alſo added his Examination to the others in the Appen- 


dix (No. 3.) to which they beg Leave to refer. 

Your Committee cannot find that any Notice or Inti- 
mation was given to any Perſon, except what paſſed be- 
tween the Earl of Orford and the Contractors, as is before- 
mentioned, 'of the Intention of the Treaſury to make this 
Contrat; for it appears by the Examination of Fames 
Knight, Eſq; (which 1s annexed in the Appendix, No. 4.) 
that when he heard the Troops were going to Jamaica, 
and was told the Treaſury would contract with private 
Perſons for paying them, he did himſelf intend to make 
an Offer for fucniching the Money; but in very few Days 
after he heard the Treaſury had agreed with Mr. Burrell 
and Mr, B-//ov at the Rate of 120 J. and he did not be- 
lieve the Treaſury ever gave any Notice of their Intentions 
to make any ſuch Contract; that what he expected was 
not a formal publick Notice, but that it ſhould have been 
communicated to Merchants as he had heard has been 


practiſed in Queen Ann's Wars; and had this been done, 


he believes ſeveral beſides himſelf would have propoſed, 
and that he himſelf would have furniſhed the Money at 
130 
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130 Jamaica Money for 1000. Sterling, and ſhould have 


thought it a good Bargain, provided he could have had the 8 


ſame Money ad vanced to him, which he has heard was ad- 
vanced to Mr. Burrell and Mr. Bri ſtow; that after the firſt Dif- 
ficulty, which would be on the Arrival of the Troops, was 
over, he did not doubt but he could have contracted with 
the People of the Iſland to furniſh the Money at the Rate 
of 137+; and if the whole Money was advanced to him 
Here beforehand, and he was only to ſend it over, and 
furniſh it at Jamaica at the Rate of 130 fer Cent. he thinks 
he ſhould make 12 or 15 fer Cent. per Annum of the 
_ he furniſhed, by returning the ſame Money twice in 
a Year. 

This led your Committee into a Computation of the 


Profit which might have been made on this Contract, 


which they conceive to ſtand thus. 

It the Value of 100 J. Sterling be ſent to JO in 
Moidores, it appears they will produce 143 J. 10 5. Ja- 
maica Currency; but by this Contract only 120 J. Jamaica 
Currency was to be paid at Jamaica for every 100 J. Ster- 
ling received here. To this 120 /. Jamaica Currency all 
the neceſſary Charges muſt be added, which your Com- 
mittee conceive to be 1 per Cent. Commiſſion, 2 3 per 
Cent. Inſurance, 1 per Cent. Freight, and + per Cent. for 
the Charges of Shipping, in all 4/. 15 s. fer Cent. which 
on 120 Jamaica Currency is 5 /, 145. of the ſame Cur- 
rency, in all 125/. 14s. Jamaica Currency; fo that the 
Profit to be made on ſending Moidores was the Diffe- 


rence between 125 J. 145. and 143 J. 10 5. which is 17/. 


16 5. Jamæica Currency, or 121. 8s, 1 d. Sterling out of 
every 100 J. Sterling, which is 141. 3s. 24 d. per Cent. 
Sterling. And your Committee obſerve, that if halt of 
the Sum ſent had been in Six and Thirty Shilling Pieces 
and only half in Moidores, 100 J. Sterling ſo ſent would 
have produced 141 Jamaica Currency, which is only 21. 
10 35. Jamaica Currency leis than Moidores alone would 
have produced. 

And your Committee cannot help obſerving, that if the 
Treaſury had thought fit ta ſend in Moidores to Jamaica 
on the Account of the Publick rhe ſame Sums of Money 
which they aQually advanced to the ContraQors, then 
every 100 J. Sterling ſo ſent would have produced 143+ 
Jamaica Currency, except what may be allowed for Inſu- 

ance,

rance, which your Committee is informed amounts to 
about 2 + er Cent on Money ſent by Ships of War, Nor 


could frequent Opportunities have been wanting of ſend- 


ing on Board his Majeſty's Ships ſuch farther ſupplies of 
Money as might at any Time have been neceſſary tor that 
Service, But if it had been thought more adviſeable to 
have ſupplied Part of this Expence by Draughts from 
thence, there can be no Doubt but that the Deputy Pay 
Maſter, being furniſhed with a proper Proportion of Specte 
from hence, would have been able to keep up the Exchange 
at 1401. and in that Caſe no Charge would have attended 


that Part ſo ſupplied. 


It farther appears, that in the Courſe of this Affair, and 
before the Departure of Lord Cathcart, ſtill greater In- 
dulgencies were granted to the ContraQors; for by their 
firſt Propoſal, the Sum of 27,0001. only was to be ad- 
vanced them by the Treaſury before the Departure of the 
Troops, but the ſubſequent Payments were not to be 


made to them till they produced the Deputy Pay-Maſter's 


Bills or Receipts; and yet on the 3oth of September fol- 
lowing, which was before the Departure of the Troops 
12, 000 I. was further advanced to them by the Pay-Maſter 
General for their Bill of that Date, and on the 1 of 
October, 95091. more was advanced to them by the Pay- 
Maſter of the Marines, for their Bill of the 3oth of Septe-- 
ber; and on the 23d of December, a further um of 12,000 7. 
was advanced by the Pay-Maſter General tor their Bill of 
that Day's date: And on the 6th of January, à further 
Sum of 9000 |. was advanced by the Pay Maſter of the Ma- 
rines, for their Bill of the 31ſt of December. All in Con- 


ſequence of Minutes of the Treaſury as in the Appendix, 


(Na 5.) 

Here your Committee cannot help obſerving that the 
paying theſe Sums amounting to 42, 500 J. over and above 
the 27, 00 l. originally advanced, before there had been 
any Diſburſements on the Part of the Contradors, altered 
the Nature of the Contract, and rendered ic much more 
beneficial than as it was originally propoſed by the Con- 
tractors themſelves, | 

Mr. Burrell ſaid he did offer half of his Share to his 
Brother, and a Gentleman engaged in Buſinefs with him, 
but they thought it too great a Riſque. for them to run: 
He likewiſe mentioned it to another Gentleman (ee 
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he did not Name) who would not accept of it: That 
theſe Refuſals were very early before any Thing was done 
in it more than paſſing the Contract: And that he men- 
tioned them to ſhew that he thought he had no great Bar- 
gain of it. And from the Examination of Mr. Burrell 
and Mr. Briſtow, it further appears that ſome Time after 
the making of the Contract, they offered Mr. Alon ſon, a 
Member of this Houſe, 2 Part of it, as far as it related to 
the Payment of the Troops in the Office where he is De- 
puty, which he accepted of, and has thared accordingly 
the Profits of this Contra from the beginning. And 
ſome Time after the Earl of Orford me tioned to Mr. Bur- 
rell, that Mr. Hanbnry Williams had deſired him to ſpeak 
to him, Mr. Burrell, that one of Mr. Milliams's Friends 
might have Share in the Remittance, but he added, you 
are to do juſt as you pleaſe, I don't aſk you to let any 
Body in, for the Contract is yours; and ſoon after 
Mr. Hanbury Williams ſpoke to the Contractors, and told 
them; that he had a Relation, one Mr. Hanbury, a IV- 
India Merchant, to whom he had Obligations; and as 
he had Money and Effects at Jamarca, he deſired he might 
be concerned 2 Parr with them for the future, which he 
has-accordingly been, in what relates to the Payment of 
the Marines in Mr. Hanbury Williams's Office. 

And it appears to your Commitree, that neither the one 
nor the other of thoſe Gentlemen advanced any Money, 
or were concerned in the Management, but were to be 
Sharers in the Profit or Loſs only. 

And it further appears to your Committe, that on the 
Arrival of the Troops at Jamaica, and the tend'ring the 
Money to them at 1200. Jamaica Currency; great Diſcon- 
rents were expreſſed by the Officers, and ſome actually re- 
tuſed to receive it; and with Time the Diſcontents in- 
creaſed, and nothing was talked of ſo much amongſt the 
Officers of the Army as the Hardſhip of being paid at 
1201, when the Exchange was at 140 l. every one of them 
became a Calculator, and complained that he loſt 167. 65. 
on every 100%. he being paid his 120 J. Jamaica Money 
With 62 Moidores, which is no more than 831. 145. Ster- 
ling; all which appears by the Letters of Mr. Colebrooke, 
the Deputy Pay Maſter, and General IV-ntw9th, annexed 
in the Appendix (Ns e.) ſo truly were the Fears of Lord 
Cnbcart verified, b 

And 
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And this Unecaſineſs among 5 Troops was greatly en— 
creaſed by the Peremptory Refuſal of the Agents of 
Mr. Burrell and Mr. Briſtow, to furnith the Deputy Pay 
Maſter at Jamaica with any Money upon their Credit, 
ariſing as Mr. Colebrooke ſays in his Letter of the 25th of 
F brnary 1740, marked (B) in the Appendix (Ne 6.) from 
their Views of appropriating the Profit to themſelves; and 
being dazzled with the Proſpect of getting 15 or 20 fer 
Cent inſtead of 2 per Cent their Commiſſion. Upon this, 
the Deputy Pay Maſter took up Moncy from other Ver- 
ſons, and gave them Bills on the Pay Maſter General; and 
though there were, as appears by the ExtraQts of Letters of 
the Deputy Pay Maſter of the 20th of February and 23d 
Marth 174 which are mark'd (B) and (D) in Appendix 
(No 6) Combinations to diſtreſs him; yet the fiſt Bills he. 
thus drew, were at the Rate of 139/. and he by Degrees 
raiſed the Exchange; ſo that at laſt he drew at 140ʃ. 
whilſt the Troops ſtill continue to be paid at 120 /. 

Andi it farther appears to your Committee, that on the 
5th of June 1741, there is entered in the Treaſury Books 
the following Minute. 

« Mr. Briſlow, one of the Remitters for the / Indies 
& is called in, and acquaints my Lords that he and 
«K Mr, Burrell have diſcharged ſuch of their Factors and 
« Agents at Jamaica, as mitb:haved themſelves in their 
“ Conduct about ſupplying the Money for the publick 
& Fervice there; and that as General Wentworth has applied 
“for the Troops to be paid at the Rate of 1:5 /. per 
“ Cent, he will take Care that the Remittances ſhall b 
« made accordingly.” 

And on the 1cth of. J.) following, the Commiſſioners 
of rhe Treaſury agree and Order, That Meſſ. BurrcZ and 
Briſtow pay the Troops in America at the Rate of 125 /. 
Jamaica Currency for 1091. Sterling, from the 24th of 
April preceding. 

Now your e obſerve on this new Contract fuſt 
propoſed on the 5th of June 1741, and finally regulated 
an the 10rh of July following, that Mr. Coichrooke, the 
Deputy Pay Maſter at Jamaica, did on the 24th of February 
preceding, being 19 Weeks before the ſettling of the ſaid 


Contract, draw Bills on the Pay Maſter General to the 


amount of 1250. all at the Rate of 130. and did in 
ais Letter of the 23d of March beforementioned, acquaint. 
| „ the 
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the Pay Maſter General, that he had happily overcome al! 
Oppoſition, and could aſſure him on good Grounds, that 
whatever Money might be neceſſary to be raiſed for the 
Service, would be found at Jamaica for Bills on the Pay 
Maſter General at 130/. and upwards; and this laſt 
Letter is dated above 10 Weeks before the Propoſal of 
Mr. Burrell and Mr. Briflow, to amend their Contract; and 
above 15 Weeks before the final Accepration of that Pro- 
poſal by the Treaſury ; and it is worthy of Obſervation, 
that in the Months of January, February, March, April 
ani May, preceding the 7uly in which this ſecond Con- 
tra at 125 J. was eſtabliſhed by the Treaſury; there were 
drawn from Jamaica no leſs than 39 Bills for the Service 
of his Majeſty's Navy, moſt of them at the Rate of 135 /. 
and the Remainder at the Rate of 140 /. 


And ir appears to your Committee, that ſeveral Bills 


amounting to the Sum of 11352 /, 175. were drawn on 


the Paymaſter of the Marines by his Deputy, between the 
18th of February 1749, and iſt of Augiſt 1741; part of 
which Bills amounting to 50091. were drawn in the Month 
of February preceding the new Contract; that theſe Bills 
were paid by Mr. Burrell and Mr. Briſtow, and that Money 
was iſſued to them for that Purpoſe by the Paymaſter of 
the Marines; but your Committce have not been able to 
diſcover at what Rate of Exchange they were drawn 

nor does it appear whether Mr, Burrell and Mr. Vriſtoro 
have been allowed to take the Profit ariſing from the dif- 
fere:ice between 120, the Rate of the Contract, and the 
Rite of Exchange the Bills were drawn at. 

And it further appears to your Committee, that the Bills 
drawn by the Deputy Paymaſter from Jamaica, on the 
Paymaſter General, when the Agents of Mr. Burrell and 
Mr. Briffow refuſed t) ſupply him, amounting to the Sum 
of 292161. 5 J. 34. and which were drawn in the Months 
of February and March 1749, and in April, May, June, 
Fuly and Agr „ 1741; at 130, 135, 1372, and at laſt at 
140; were ſent for Payment to Mr. Burrell and Mr. Briſtow : 


And alſo that Money was iſſued from the Pay Office to 
them, to diſcharge the ſaid Bills, altho' it does not appear 
to your Commitee, what pretence of Right the Contractors 
could have to the Profit ariſing from any of theſe Bills, 
after the forfeiture of their Bargain, by the Refuſal of their 
Agents to furniſh the Deputy Paymaſters at Jamaica. 5 
91 ä 9” Bus 
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But tho' theſe Bills were thus paid by Mr. Burrell and 
Mr. Briſtow, yet your Committee find that on the 15th of 
December laſt, the Paymaſter General made a Repreſenta- 
tion of this Matter to the Treaſury, as in the Appendix, 
(No 7.) praying a Direction of the Commillioners, whe- 
ther the Profit or Difference ariſing by the Exchange on 
the ſaid Bills, ſhould be accounted for and paid to the 
Agents of the ſaid Contractors, or reſerve] in the Hands 
of his Deputy, for the Uſe and Benefit of the Publick, 
and your Committee find the following Minute in the 
Books of the I reaſury. 


Whitehall, Treaſury Chambers, 29 December, 1741. 


„ Read alſo to my Lords, a Memorial from the ſame 
te Paymaſter dated the 15th Inſtant, relating to the Remit- 
& tances of Pay for the Troops in Amcrica, with reſpect 
« to the Jamaica Currency ; and ordered a Copy thereof 
eto be ſent to the Remitters for their Anſwer thereto.” 


To which the Remitters gave in their Anſwer annexed, 
in the Appendix, (No 8.) In which it is remarkable, that 
in ſtating their ſeveral Charges, upon ſending over Specie 
to Jamaica, they make one Charge in the following 
Words. © Three per Cent Commiſſion we pay in Ja- 
maica.” Whereas it appears by their Examinations that 
they paid 1 per Cent only to their Agent Mr. Cy/cbrookc, 
for the Money ſent out with Lord Cathcart. 

This Anſwer was received on the 5th of February laſt, 
and nothing appears to have been done upon it, while the 
Earl of Orford continued in the Treaſury. 

Your Committee have been obliged ro dwell the lon- 
ger upon this ContraR, becauſe the whole Behaviour of 
the Earl of O, ford, who had the ſole Direction of it, 
ſeems ſo extraordinary, that they fear this part of the Re- 


port would want Credit, if they had not deſcended into 


the moſt minute Particulars of it. 

Here they find a Contract entered into upon the good 
Faith of the Propoſers only, with an Ignorance ot the 
Value of the Exchange, whether real or affected does not 
appear to your Committee; and that Defect ſo far from 
being endeayoured to be ſupplied by admitting Propoſals, 
or Information from any other Merchants, that it feemed 
2 determined Point to ſhut it out, even when it ſeemed 

to 
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to obtrude it ſe}f upon him from the very Offices ſubject 
to his Inſpection. 

But as if this Injury to the Troops and Injuſtice to the 
Nation had been too little, he rendred this Contract more 
advantageous to the Contractors, than their moſt ſanguine 
Expectation originally ſuggeſted to them. 

For tho' by the Terms of the Contract, the Publick was 
only to advance 27000 l. in Money, yet we find the further 
Sum of 420 . advanced to them before the Arrival of 
the Troops in Americe. 

And your Committee obſerve, that the Shares of the 
Profits of this Contract were dealt out to the Deputy of 
the Pay Office, and to a Friend of the Paymaſter of the 
Marines, at the Requeſt of the ſaid Paymaiter, without 
any Advance of Money or Trouble on their Part; and it 
is very remarkable that theſe Shares were confined to the 
Sums iſſued from their reſpective Offices. 

And here your Committee muſt obſerve from the whole 


Courſe of this Proceeding, that neither the Intereſt of the 


Soldier or the Publick ſeem'd to have been the Object of 
the Earl of Orford's Attention. | 

The Cries of the injured Soldiers, who had loſt one Days 
Pay in ſeven, where Proviſions of all Kinds bear an ex- 
ceſſive Price, made ſ little Impreſſion, that the only Re- 
lief they obtained, was an advance of their Pay upon the 
Contract ftom 120 to 125, tho' there had been drawn 
upon the Navy-Office during the Six Months preceding, ſe- 
veral Bills, none at leſs than 135, and ſome at 145; and 
tho? the Deputy to the Paymaſter General likewiſe nineteen 
Weeks before had drawn upon the Office at 130, and fit- 
teen Weeks before had written to the Paymaſter Genera], 
that he might depend upon being furniſhed with whatever 
Sums ſhould be wanted at 130 and upwards; nor could 
there be any Reaſon to fear a Diſappointment in relying 
upon thoſe Aſſurances of the Deputy Paymaſter, becauſe 
to his Care wholly it was owing, that they were not Diſ- 
appointed upon the Refuſal of the Contractors Agents to 
furniſh him with Money. 

Your Committee cannot but obſerve, that the Treaſury 
in eſtabliſhing this new Contract, where the Contractors 
propoſed the advance from 129 to 125 to commence from 
the 5th of Tun? 1741; order it with a Retroſpect, and to 
commence from. the twenty fourth of April preceding, and 

re 
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are greatly at a Loſs to find if the firſt Contract was up- 
on juſt and equal Term, why the Contractors ſubmitted to 
any Advance at all; and if it was not upon equal Terms, 
why the Treaſury did not extend their Retroſpect, and or- 
der it to be rectified from the Commencement. 

And ſo little was the Publick to avail it ſelf of this 
Injuſtice to the Soldier, that when the Contractors could 
furniſh no Money at all, from their Agents refuſing to 
anſwer their Credit, and conſequently the Contract was 
diſſolved, and the Army muſt have ſtarved, if the Deputy 
Paymaſter, who is the Officer of the Publick, had not pre- 
cured Money by Draughts upon the Pay Office at 130, 
135, up to 149 Jamaica Currency for 1001. Sterling; yet 
thoſe very Bills were ſuffered to be paid by the Contractors, 
and publ:ck Money iſſued to them to pay the ſame, but 
by whoſe Order does not appear to your Commitrtce. 

As if the Profits ariſing from the advanced Prices of 
thoſe Bills, drawn by a publi k Officer upon the Public, 
had belonged to the Contractors. 

And your Committee obſerve, that when on the 13th 
of December laſt, the Paymaſter prayed Directions from 
the Treaſury, whether the Profits on thoſe Bills ſhould 
be paid to the Contractors, or reſerved for the Benefit of 
the Publick; even that could not be obtained while the 
Earl of Orford remained in the Treaſury, 


Your CoMMITTEE now proceed to lay before you, the 
great part which the Earl of Orford appears to have had in 
ſeveral Tranſactions which nearly concern the Freedom of 
Elections and the Independency of Parliament, and they 
have the greateſt Reaſon to believe, chat had the Perſons 
employed in theſe dark Tranſactions been properly indem- 
nified, many Diſcoveries would have been made of the 
utmoſt Importance, 

Your Committee having in their former Report laid be- 
fore you the Share which Mr. Paxton and Lawton had in 
carrying on the Proſecutions relating to the Borough of 
Orford, and particularly that Lawton had declared, that 
he did not pretend to ſay he ſhould not be reimburſed 
his Expences on that Head, think fit now to acquaint 
you, that Mr, Abraham Farley being examined, ſaid, that 
about January 1736, Mr. Lawton told him there was an 
Order made out at the Treaſury in his Farley's Name for 

1200 J. and bid him go and receive it, which he did, and 
4 | „ paid 
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raid it over immediately to the ſaid Lawton; and Mr. 
Richard Banks upon his Examination faid, that John Law- 
ton Eſq; of the Exchequer, appeared to be his Client in 
the Proſccutions relating to Oord, tho' he did not know 
what relation Mr. Lawton had to the Borough of Orford, 
bur he believed that what Mr. Lawton did was to oblige 
Sir Robert Walpole, ro whom he apprehended Lawton was 
under Obligations: That the whole Bill of near 3000“. 
which theſe Proſecutions amounted to, was never ſatisfied ; 
that Mr. Lawton, Paxton, and he Banks met about it, and 
after a good deal of time allowed to cxamine the Bill, 
they on the 15th of December 1736, came to a ſtated Ac- 
count, when there was a Ballance of 1200 and odd Pounds 
in his Banks's Favour, which Mr, Lawton agreed he would 
pay in a Fortnight's time, and he did ſoon after pay 500/. 
to Paxion, who paid Banks lool. thereof, and promiſed 
ſoon to pay more, the remaining 700 and odd Pounds 
have not yet been paid; that he Banks did about two Years 
ago file a Bill againſt Parton in Chancery to bring him to 


an Account, that in this Bill Mr. Lawton was made a De- 


tendant, and that Lawton in his Anſwer did ſwear that 
he detained the 7co/l. in his Hands to reimburſe himſelf 
what was due to him from Paxton, and to ſecure the 200l, 

ſüll unpaid to Mr, Maſterman for his Bill. 
Mr. Leonard Martin an Attorney, and Partner with his 
ather-in-Law Mr. Fauton, being examined ſaid, that he 
has been concerned in ſeveral Suits about the Borough of 
Colcheſter, and that he had his chief Directions therein 
from Mr. Daniel, an Attorney at Celcheſter; tho Mr, Lawton 
ſometimes interfered, and that ſoon after Lawton's Death 
he received a Letter from Daniel, as annexed in the Ap- 
pendix (No g.) that he received 1331. for Fines, to which 
the Proſecutors were entitled; that he believed he adviſed 
with Lawton about framing a Petition to the Treaſury, for 
the King's remaining two thirds of the Fines, that Lawton 
(who ſcemed very defirous of Succeſs in the Affair of that 
Corporation) approved of it, and he belicved Lawion 
might ſay, he would ſpeak about it; that he (Martin) 
thereon drew the Draught of a Petition and ſent it to Da- 
nicl to get it ſigned, and on its return he procured a War- 
rant from the Treaſury, directing Paxton to pay him 20 /, 
that the Warrant was dated 10 Fly 1741, and that he re- 
ceived the Money on the 20 of January laſt, and did my 
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thefe Proſecutions were with a View of influencing the 


Election, and to turn the Borough, and to get out the 


Mayor, and get the Returning Officer. | 

By all this it appears, that the Management of this Af- 
fair was lodged in the Hands of Faxton's Partner and Son- 
in-Law; and the Expences attending it were in part paid 
by the ſaid Paxton, in Conſequence of a Warrant of the 
Treaſury : but tho? your Committee here met with a freſh 


Inſtance of the Sollicitor of the Treaſury intermedling in 
Matters relating to Elections, yet they did not think fit 


to examine him again, having little Reaſon to expect he 
would make any Diſcoveries after the other Houſe had 
rejected the Bill, by which he would have been indemni- 
fied. And your Committee cannot determine what could 
induce the Farl of Orford to continue Faxton in his Office 
upwards of 11 Years, and to ſufter him to defer accounting 
for any Part of the large Sums, which were from Time to 
Time iſſued to him, till the 9th of February laſt, and then 
to Account for two Years only in ſo precipitate a Manner; 
but muſt ſubmit to the Judgment of this Houſe, whether 
that Indulgence was owing to a Criminal NegleR, or to 
a more Criminal Confederacy. 


Your Committee now proceed to lay before you 2 
Tranſaction relating to the Borough of Weymouth, 

Mr. Richard Jordan being examined, ſaid, That he was 
Mayor of Weymouth, and Melcomb Regis in the Year 1740. 
that on the 16th Day of June in that Year, Mr. Prarſe 
and Mr. Olmius came down to Weymouth ; that Mr. Pearſe 
applied to him, Jordan, and deſired his Vote and Intereſt 
for himſelf and Mr. Olmius, and two others in Petto whom 
he did not Name ; and told him at the {ame Time, that 
there would be a Letter produced, obliging him and all 
the Officers in the Service to Vote for Mr, Pearſe and 
his Friends. That then Mr. Pear ſe deſired him to go with 
him in Private; that when they were alone, Mr. Pearſe 
ſaid he was defirous to have the Corporation filled up; 
and that a Hall ſhould be called for that Purpoſe ; and 
he further requeſted, that he, Jordan, wonld meet him, 
Mr. Olmirs, and ſome other Friends; hut Mr. Jordan re- 
Fuſed to meet Mr, Olmius, and then Mr. Frarſe left him: 
That on the 16th Day of Jane Mr, Pearſe came to his 

ouſe abour Noon, and told him, that if he would come 
into the Meaſures of him, Pra: ſt, and his Friends, and fill 
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(18) 
up the Corporation, in Order to have a returning Officer, 
or Words to that Effect; he had it in Comnuſhon to 
ſay, that he, Jordan, thould have the Collection of the Port 
of Weymouth in a Month's Time, and a Letter from ir 
Robert Walpole under his own Hand to make good that 
Promiſe. Mr. Pearſe then went from his Houſe, and re- 
tur ned about tour of the Clock the ſame Day, a d brought 
to him a Liſt of ſuch of the Revenue Officers as were 
to be diſplaced. He took this Liſt which was wrote in 
Mr. Pear {e's own Hand and read it over, and after Mr, 
Pearſe was gone, he wrote it down from his own Mcmory, 
and it appeared to your Committee by this and the ſubſe- 
quent Examinations, that ſeveral of the Perſons therem 
named were diſplaced accordingly ; and Mr, Jordan farther 
ſaid, that on the ſame Day, as he thinks, Mr, Par ſe told 
him, he did not doubt of prevailing on Mr. Cartes T aver 
and Mr. John Carſwell, who were Aldermen, and others, 
that he ſhould wait upon them and convince them that 
they were going againſt their own Intereſts, the Intereſt 
of the Government and their Duty to his Majeſty ; and 
again preſſed him, Jordan, to fill up fix of the Vacancy's 
with Friends of his ig br who were moſt of them ſince 
provided for. That he farther told Jordan, that if he was 
ſure of the Returning Officer, Sir Robert Walpole would 
ſend down two other Candidates: That Mr. Pearſe ſoon 
after went to London, but returned to IWWrywouth on the 
zoth of June, and ſent a Meſſage to him, Jordan, by Mr. 
Richard Arbuthnot, deſiring to ſpeak with him at Captain 
Tizzari's; but he, Jordan, told the Meſſenger that Mr. 
Fear ſe knew very well where he lived, and he ſhould not 
go to the Captain's Houſe : That the Meſ[-nger replicd, 
Mr. Pearſe had a Letter from Sir Robert Walpole to thew 
him; that when Mr. Ar :thxot found that he would nor vo 
to Mr. Pearſe at Captain Tizgard's, he, told him he would 
20 and fetch the Letter; and accordingly went and 
brought the Letter, which he, Jordan, read, and took it to 


be addreſſed to Mr. Pearſe; the Purport of which was, 


That whatever Mr. Pearſe promiſed to him, Jo das, Six 
Robert Walpole would make it good; and tha: Fordan's 
Brather-in-Law, Mr. Franklyn, a Clergyman, ſhould have 
tne firſt Living that fell in the Gift of the Crown or the 
Seais worth his Acceptance: That with much Perſuaſion 
he cid meet Mr. Prat ſe at Mr, Tixzard's Summer Houſe : 

| | That 
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That Mr. P:arſe there ſhewed him this Letter again, and 
told him it was Sir Robert Walpole's Letter; it was 
figned N. Walpole; and he apprehends it was all wrote in 
the fame Hand with the ſigning: That at this Meeting 
Mr. Pearſe told him, you have four Aldermen now abſent, 
I would have you call a Hall and fill up the Corpo:anon ; 
That he replied, he thought Mr. Pearſe had been long 
enough acquainted with him, to think that he would not 
be prevailed on by baſe Means to betray his Friends; and 
he further ſaid, that on the 19th of September in the 
ſame Year, being two Days before the Election for Miyor 
came on, a Letter was produced to him from the Com- 
miſſioners of the Cuſtoms, importing that his Deputation 
as Land-waiter was ſuperſeded, and Nobert, the Brother of 
Richard Arbuthnot, who firſt brought Sir Robert Walpole's 
Letter to him, was to ſucceed him; and he ſaid he had 
been employed in the Cuſtom Houſe ever ſince the Year 
1712, and had been a Land-waiter in the Port of VWcy- 
mouth from the 4th of May 1729, to the Time of his Diſ- 
miſſion. | | 

The Reverend Mr. Frankly being examined, ſaid, That 


on the 1ſt Day of Fuly 1745, Mr. Pearſe, being then at Wey- 
mouth ſent, for him to thew him, as he (aid, how much he 


had his, Franilyn's, Intereſt at Heart; bur that he was ſorry 
to tell him, he was afraid his Brother Jordan would ſpoil 
all his Endeavours to ſerve him; for that Mr. Jordan had 
promiſed to come into his, Prarſe's Meaſures, but now at- 
tempted to evade his Promiſe; but however, Mr. Pearſe, 


to convince him what a Friend he intended to have been 


to him, thewed him a Letter, which was ſigned R. II- 
Fole; the Purport of which was, you have given me ſo 
good a Character of Mr. Jordan, that whatever Preterment 
you ſhall think reaſonable to offer him ſhall be made 
good; and as for his Brother in Law, Mr. Fran#lyn, he 
mall have the fiſt Living that he will accept of which 
fails in the Gift of the Crown or the Seals: 'I hat Mr. 
Pearſe at the ſame Time told him, that he expected his 
Brother Jordan would call a Hall and fill up the Corpora- 
tion, which he, Franklyn, took to be, to ger a Returning 
Officer; and Mr. Pra / ſaid, ſince his Brother Jordan had 
retuſed him, he had nothing now to truſt ro, unleſs he 
Franklyn, could influence him; that he told Mr. Narſe he 
did not like the Affair, and would not meddle with it; 
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and Mr. Parſe then replied, if fair Means would not do, 
foul muſt ; and he thought Mr. Pearſe explained what he 
meant by foul Means, for he ſaid he muſt have at their 
Charter, and he thinks their Charter has been fince at- 
tack d; for 3 Months after, Mr. Pearſe attempted to ſet up 
a. Mayor in a Manner contrary to the uſual Cuſtom of the 
Place; and Mr, Prarſc's Friends have filed ſeveral Infor- 
mations in the King's Bench againſt the Corporation. 
Thomas Pearſe, Eſq; being examined, ſaid, That ſome 
Time before the laſt General Eletion, Mr. Jayence of Wey- 
mouih was ſent up to London by his, Pearſe's Friends, with 
a Scheme for the Removal and Promotion of ſeveral Ofh- 
cers of the Revenue at the Port of W:ymouth; without 
wich Alrerations, though he, Pearſe himſelf, might be 
choſe at the Eleftion, yet ir was impracticable to carry 
pl the four Members : Part of this Scheme was to remove 
liam Clapcott, Eſq; trom being Governor of Portland 
Cle; and Mr. Rithar Tucker from being Receiver of the 
awkers and Pedlars, and Surveyor of the King's Quar- 
ries in Frtland; which laſt, with the Salary of 500 J, fer. 
Anu and 40. for a Clerk, was to be divided between 
Mr .{i-24r{, the then Collector, and Mr. Br yor, which Al- 
terations t K I lace, That Mr. Olmius generally tranſacted 
with ir R»bert Wakfole every Thing about the Election; 
that he, Pea: ſc, apprehended that all the Removes that 
were to be mide were with a View to influence the Elec- 
tion; and Mr. Olmius and he went together to Sir Robert 
Wa pale to conſult on Meaſures for carrying on the Election; 
but he believes that the Scheme was not ſhewed Sir Robert 
Wal pole, but only talk d over with him: He further ſaid, 
that when he was at Weymouth in the Summer 1740, he 
was told by Mr. Fordan, the then Mayor, if he was made 
Collector in the Room of Mr. Tizza:d, that je would fill 
up the Corporation in Order to chooſe a Returning Offi- 
cer againſt e General Election; bur that he, Jordan, would 
not think of doing any ſuch Thing, unleſs he ſaw a Lettrer 
of it under Sir Rabert Walfole's own Hand: That when 
he came to London, he did acquaint Sir Robert with the 
Defire f Mr. Jor tan; and he, Pearſe, had a Letter from 
him, the Porport of which was, that whatever Friends 
Mr. Pear} thoult rec mine! he, Sir Robert Walpole, would 
endeavou to provide fer; tat he is well acquainted with 
pzr Robe. t Walfole's Hand, and believes the Letter to be of 
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his Writing ; that Mr. Franklyn, a Clergyman, Brother-in+ 
law to Mr. Jordan, was particularly mentioned in the Let- 
ter, Sir Robert Walpole ſaying, he would uſe his In leavours 
to get him any Living that ſhould become vacant in the 
Gift of the Crown, or of the Lord Chancellor ; that he, 
Pearſe, returned with this Letter to Weymouth, and did ſhew 
it to Mr. Franklyn, and he believes to Mr. Fordan, and he 
thinks it was in a Converſation he had with Mr. Jordan 
in Mr. Tizzard's Summer-houſe ; but that Mr. Jordan 
flew off from his Propoſal, ſaying, Employments might be 


given one Day and taken away the next, which much ſur- 
- prized him; and in a Day or two he quitted the Borough 


and came to London; that he did not know but after the 
Election was over, he might ſay to Mr. Franklyn, have at 
your Charter ; that he did not know what was become of 
Sir Robert Waipole's Letter, but he believes he has ſince 
burnt it; that when he returned from Meymouth, aftet Mr, 
Jordan's Refuſal, he called on Sir Robert Walpole, and told 
him he had been diſappointed in his Scheme, that Sir Ro- 
bert encouraged him to proceed; and he was told by Mr, 
Olmius that Sir Robert Walpole had recommended to him 
Olmivs, Mr. Chilmondeley, and Mr. Plumer, to join with 


him Olmius, and that he, Pearſe, did join with them. 


John Olmius, Eſq; being examined, ſaid, That there was 


2 rough Scheme of Alterations in the Officers of the Re- 


venue at Hleymouth, which was talked over at Mr. Pearſe's, 


and was intended to facilitate the Election at Weymouth : 


That the Perſons who were mentioned to be advanced had 
all Intereſt at Weywouth ; that he and Mr. Pearſe were with 
Sir Robert VWaifole, ro deſire that the Surveyor's Place might 
be given to Mr, Tiazard and Bryor, but he does not recol- 
lect it the whole Scheme was ſhew'd to Sir Robert Walpole 
or no, nor can he recollet Sir Robert Walpole's Anſwer 
about the Scheme; but Sir Robert Walpole was very flow in 
promoting T7z22ard and Bryor ; that Mr, Olwius had an old 
Servant, whom he wanted to provide for; and he told Mr. 
Tizzard and Mr, Bryor, that as he had ſo much Trouble to 
get them the Place, he expected they ſhould give his Ser- 
vant 50 / per Aunum, which they agreed to, but it has 


not yet been paid, for they have not as yet received their 


own Salaries. That Sir Robert Walpole ſaid one Day to 
him, chat Col. Cholmondeley and Mr. Humer were very 
| | good 
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good Men, on which Mr. Olmius ſaid he would give them 

all the Intereſt he could, | 
Your Committee find that though theſe Endeavours of 
the Earl of Orford, to influence the Voters of Weymouth, 
and to procure a proper Rerurning Officer, by thus placing 
and diſplacing the Officers of the Revenue, did at thar 
Time prove ireffectual, yet juſt before the Election came 
on, another Attempt was made of the ſame Nature, though 
with as little Succeſs as before, | | | 
For Mr. Ezekiel Pomerey, chief Clerk to the Clerk of 
the Cheque at Deptford, being examined, ſaid, That on or 
about Monday the 27th of Ari, in the Year 1741, eight 
or ten Days before the W-ymouth Election came on, the 
Reverend Mr. Mor:an came to his Houſe at Deftſord be- 
tween Five and Six of the Clock in the Morning, and 
asked him it he was willing to go on a particular Meſſage 
to Mr. Tucker at Wrymouth, which would be of fingular 
Service to Mr. Tackcr, as well as to him, Pomeroy ; that he 
an{wered he was willing to do any thing which could be of 
any Service either ro Mr. Tucicr or himſelf, but that he 
muſt have Leave to be abſent from Duty; Mr. Morgan 
told him he was going to loben to wait on Sir Robert Wale 
Pole, and he would return as ſoon as poſhble ; and about 
1'wo of the Clock in the Afternoon of the ſame Day, Mon- 
gan returned to him again, and told him he had got Leave 
for him, for Sir Robert Walpole had written a Letter to 
Sir Jacob Achwoith for Leave; that Sir Robert had enquired 
much of Mogan who Pomeroy was, and it he might be 
fafely depended on, and that Morgan ſaid he had anſwered 
to Sir Rob. Ve for his Fidelity; and between Three and 
Four of the Clock in the Afternoon, on the ſame Day, he, 
Pumeroy, came to Town with Morgan, who carried him to 
the Cruwn Tavern behind the Exchange, where they met 
with Mr. Olm us, and they Three dined together; and 
after Dinner Mr. Oliius told him, Pomeroy, that he found 
by Mr. Aforgan he was willing to go on the Meſſage to 
Mr. Tucker ; he, Fameroy, then asked him what the Meſſage 
was, and Mr. Olw1ins told him, if he would go down to 
Mr. Tucker, and tell him, that if he would but agree to 
take him Olmius, Mr. Pear ſe, and another Friend, who was 
nor mentioned, he, Olmius, was commiſhoned from Sir 
Robert Walpole, to aflure him, Tucker, that every Friend of 
his, that had been diſplaced, ſhould have their Places again, 
or

or any others that Mr. Tucker ſhould pleaſe to ask; and 
us for Mr. Tucker himſelf, he ſhould have any Thing he 


would be pleaſed to ask; and that if he, Tucker, doubred 
of the Veracity of this Meſſage, and either he or his Bro- 
ther would come to Town, they thould be fully ſatisfied 


of the Truth of it; and that he, Pomeroy, was not to com- 


municate this Meſſage to any other Perſons but to the 
wckers and his, Pomeroy's, Father, who had been Poſt-maſter, 
ut was then out. Upon this he obſerved to Mr. Olmius, 
that Mr. Pcarſe, who was his Patron, was then in Dor ſet- 
ire, that he would wonder to ſee him, and would ask 
im Queſtions, and he deſired to know it he might be at 
Liberty to acquaint him, Pra» ſe, with the Mefiage ; on chis 
Mr. mins ſaid he would write to Mr. Pearſe, and he 
did write a Letter to him, which he gave unſealed to him, 
Pomeroy, who read it two or three J imes, and it was in 
Subſtance as follows: „Sir, Mr. Famcroy comes 011 a ſpecial 
&< Meſſage, from our good Friend S. R. W. (which he, 
& P,meroy, ſaid he underſtood to mean Sir Robert IValpole ) 
& which Meſſage he is not to communicate to any Body, 
but thoſe to whom he is ſent ; therefore ask him no 
& Queſtions, but be aſſured that nothing ſhall be done or 
& tranſacted but what ſhall be tor your Intereſt, as well as 
& for that of your humble Servant, Job» Olmius. In 
Conſequence of this, he, Fomeroy, ſet out Poſt the next 
Morning, which was on Turſday, for IVeymouth, and ar- 
rived there on IWedneſay at Nine in the Morning; that he 


waited on Mr. Tucker, and found him and his Brother 


together, and he told them the Particulars of the Meſſige 
from Mr. Olmits, and he was anſwered by Mr. Tucker, 
that a Propoſal of that kind was abſolately too late, that 
his Word and Honour was engaged, and he would not go 
from it for any Conſideration ; he further ſaid, that Mr. 
J ucker asked him if he had brought any Letter from Sir 
Robert Walpole, to which he ſaid no; he further ſaid, that 
Mr. Mor an and Mr. Oimus had often told him, that if Mr, 
Tucker and his Friends refuſed to agree wich Mr. O/mus, 
and join their Intereſt with his, it would be the total 
Ruin of Mr. Tucker and his Brother, and the Overthrow of 
the Charter. 
John Oimias, Eſq, being again examined, and not re- 
collecting ſeveral Things which had been mentioned by 
Mr. Pomeroy, Mr. P. mere) was called in, and he re- 
pea.ed 
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peated the fame Evidence which he had before given, and 
the Minutes taken by the Clerk of that Evidence were alſo 
read in the Preſence of Mr. Olmins, who then recolle&in 
himſelf, confirmed the ſame ; and further ſaid, that he 
did communicate to Sir Robert Walpole his Intention to 
ſend a Meflage to Mr. Tucker ; that he told him he had got 
Mr. Pameroy, who was a Relation of Mr. Tucker's, to go 
down to uſe his Intereft with him; that Sir Nobert Walpol? 
ſaid, by all Means do; that he told Sir Robert Walpole, that 
if Mr. Tucker came to Town in Conſequence thereot, his, 
Sir Robert's Aſſiſtance, would be neceſſary for the replacing 
of Mr. Tacler's Friends; that Sir Robert Walpole ſa id it was 
a very good thought, that he would do every Thing that 
lay in his Power to ſerve him and his Friends, and that 
this was the Subſtance of what paſſed between them. 

The Reverend Mr. John Morgan being examined, and 
not readily recollecting ſome Circumſtances mentioned by 
Mr. Pomeroy; he was ordered to attend the Committee 
with Mr. Pomceroy, who then repeating what he, Pymerop, for- 
merly ſaid on his Examination, Mr. Morgan did then 
agree, that the principal Part of what he, Pozeroy, atlerted 
to have paſſed between them, was true. | 

And further, and particularly ſaid, that Sir Robert Mal- 
Fole did write a Letter in his Preſence to one of the Coms 
miſſioners of the Navy, for Leave for Pomeroy to be abſent, 
which Letter, he Morgan, carried to Sir Jacob Ackworth, 
who thereupon gave Leave for Poxzcroy to be abſent. 

To ſuch notorious Attacks as theſe, upon the Freedom 
of Elections, your Committee apprehend are owing the 
great and poſſibly unwarrantableExpences that particularPer- 
tons may have been drove to engage in; ſome Expences the 
Laws allow by regulating the Manner of them, and thoſe who 
engage in illicite Expences are ſubje& to heavy penal Laws; 


but there are none particularly adapted to the Caſe of a Mi- 


niſter, who clandeſtinely employs the Money of the Publick, 
and the whole Power and profitable Employments that 
attend the collecting and diſpoſing of it, againſt the Peo- 
ple; and by this Profuſion and criminal Diſtribution of 
Oihti-es, in ſome Meaſure, juſtifies the Expence that parti- 
cular Perſons are obliged to be at, by making it neceflary 
to the Preſervation of all that is valuable to a free Nation; 
for in that Caſe the Conteſt is plain and viſible; it is, 
whether the Commons thall retain the third State in their 
OW1l

"own Hands, whilſt this whole Diſpute is carried on at the 
Expence of the People, and on the Side of the Miniſter, 
our of the Money granted to ſupport and ſecure the con- 
ſtitutional Independeucy of the three Branches of the 
Legiſlature. 

This Method of Corruption is as ſure, and therefore 
your Committee apprehend, as criminal a Way of ſub. 
vertin; the Conſtitution as by an armed Force, it is a 
Crime productive of a total Deſtruction of the very Being 
of this Government, and is fo high and unnatural, that no- 
thing but the Powers of Parliament cau reach it; and as 
it can never meet with parliamentary Animadverſion, 
but when it is unſucceſsfal, it muſt ſeek for irs Security 
in the Extent and Effi acy of the Miſchict it produces; 
and therefore your Committee apprehend it is the more 
neceſſary for your Conſideration uhile its wants of Suc- 
ceſs, yet leaves an Opportunity to preſerve and maintain 
your Independency for the future. 

Your CoMmITTEt now proceed to lay before you the 
Conduct of the Earl of Orſord, with relation to the 
Quantity and the Manner of ifluing and receiving that 
part of the publick Money, granted for the Support of the 
Civil Government, which has becn employed in what 1s 
commonly called Secret Services. 

Your Committee having been informed that this Mone 
had been iſſued under three different Denominations, 
called for an Account hereunto annexed (N) 10) of all 
the Sums iſſued for Secret Service, or for His Majeſty's 
immediate or ſpecial Service (the Money iſſued to His 
Majeſty's Privy Purſe excepted) or to reimburſe Expences, 
during the laſt ten Years in which No Earl of O, ford 
was firſt Commiſſioner of the Treaſury, C. and this Ac- 
count having been laid before them from the Auditor of 


the Exchequer's Office, there appcared to be iſſued under 


theſe three Heads only, including the annual Sum of 
3000 l. paid to each of the Secretaries of State for ſecret. 
Service, the Sum of 1,453,400 J. 65. 3 d. 

The iſſuing fuch an immenſe Part of the Money given 
for the Support of the Civil Government to theſe parti- 
eular Uſes, during a Time of profound Tranquility, till 
the late Rupture with Hain, greatly alarmed your Com- 
mittee, and put them upon examining what Sums had 
been iſſued for the ſame Services in a former Period of

the like Number of Years: And your Committee beg 
leave to repreſent to you, that Exorbitant as this Sum 
may ſeem, they would have ſuppreſſed this Part of their 
Report, if by the Compariſon they had entered upon, 
they could any Ways have reconciled their Silence upon 
this Head to their Duty to this Houſe and to the Nation : 
And your Committee hope that the Period they have pitch'd 
upon will evince the Truth of this Intention, as it com- 
prehends a general and moſt expenſive War abroad, a De- 
miſe of the Crown, the happy Eſtabli:hment of the preſent 
Royal Family upon the Throne, and an open and dange- 
rous Rebellion at Home; in ſhort, every Event that can 
happen to juſtify extraordinary Expences in carrying on 
the Buſineſs of Government : And it is not eaſy to expreſs 
the Surprize of your Committce, when they found by an 
Account laid before them, which is annexed (Ne. 11.) 
That from the 1ſt of Auguſt 1707, to the 1ſt of Auguſt 
1717, there was iſſued under the aforeſaid Heads no more 
than the Sum of 337,960 J. 4s. 5 4. 

Your Committee obſerving, that the Solicitors of the 
Treaſury for the Time being, are the only Perſons to 
whom any of theſe Sums have been iſſued that are ac- 
countable for the fame; and there having been iſſued to 
Mr. Paxton, the preſent Sollicitor, 68,800 J. in the laſt ten 
Years in which the Earl of Orford was firſt Commiſſioner 
of the Treaſury ; and the Sum of 58,5 16 J. 25. 10 d. to 
Mr. Borret and Mr. Cratchrode, ſucceſſively Sollicitors between 
the 1ſt of Augiſt 1707, and the iſt of Auguſt 1717; theſe 
Sums ſubſtracted from their reſpective Totals the Remain- 
ders will be 1, 384, 600 J. 65. 34. iſſued for ſecret Services 
during the laſt ten Years, and 270, 444 J. 15s. 7 d. iſſued 
for the like Services from the Year 1707, to the Year 
1717; by which it appears, that the Sum expended on 
theſe Services during the laſt ten Years, amounts to near 
five Times as much, as what was expended for the ſame 
Services in the ten Years, ending the 1ſt of Aug 1717. 
And your Committee cannot ſee that any Exigency of 
Affairs, any Diminution of the National Debt or Acceſſion 
8 to the Nation, has happened to juſtify ſuch Pro- 

uſion. 

And though your Committee very well apprehend that 
no Form of Government can ſubſiſt without a Power of 
employing Publick Money for Services, which are from 
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their Nature ſecret, and ought always to remain ſo; yets 
when ſuch Exorbitant Sums are iſſued for thoſe Services, 
as by paſling through the Hands of a Miniſter, may be- 
come dangerous to the Liberty of the People, your Com- 
mittee thought themſelves indiſpenſably obliged to lay it 
before you in all the Lights, which the very imperfect 
Evidence they have been able to procure, can throw 
upon this nice and dangerous Branch of Service. 

Your Committee now procced to lay before you the 
Proofs, that the Moncy iſſued under the three Heads, of 
Secret Service, of Special Service, and to reimburſe Ex- 
pences, were underſtood to mean one and the ſame Thing. 

Chriſtopher Tilſon, Eſq; a Clerk in the Treaſury, and 
who came into that Office in the Year 1684, ſaid on his 
Examination,“ That he look'd on all theſe Moneys to 
© be of the ſame Nature, and that they are all without 
“Account, except as to what relates to the Sollicitors of 
ce the Treaſury; nor is there any Entry in the Treaſury 
© of the Application of any of theſe Sums of Money.” 
John Shepherd, a Deputy Meſſenger of the Treaſury, 
who has received very large Sums under each of theſe 
three Heads, being examined, ſaid, © That the Warrants 
© upon which he received Money at the Exchequer under 
© any of theſe three Heads, whether in his own Name, or 
in the Names ot other Perſons, were all without Account, 
« and that he made no Diſtinction, whether the Orders were 
< for Special, or Secret Service, or to reimburſe Experices.”, 

But your Committee obſerve, That all the Moncy iſ- 
ſued under the Head of Secret Service, is iſſued in the 
Name of John Scrope, Eſq; Secretary of the Treaſury ; 
but the Orders for the Sums, which were iſſued under the 
Heads of Special Service or to reimburſe Expences, are made 
payable to Mr. Lowther, Mr. Richards, and Mr. Shepherd, 
Meſſengers of the Exchequer, and to a great Variety of. 
other Names, for which Sums no Receipts appear to have 
been given; but none of thoſe to whoſe Names theſe Or- 
ders are payable under either of theſe three Heads, ap- 
pear to have any Intereſt in the Sums thus iſſued, 

And your Committee have the greateſt Reaſon to be- 
lieve that many of the Orders for this Money were iſſued 
unknown to the Perſons to whom they were made pay- 
able; for Mr. George Campbell, Banker in the Strand, did, 
on his Examination before the Committee, declare, 
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by That he was defired by the Earl of lay to go to the 


* Treaſury, and take up an Order, which he would there 
find iſſued in his own Name, and to carry it to the 
„ Earl of Orford: That he accordingly went to the 
Treaſury, where he received from one of the Clerks an 
Order for the Sum of 2231 /. 45. 6 d. for Special Ser- 


© vice; that he carricd this Order to the Earl of Orford, 
ec and endorſed it, and then the faid Earl defired the 
C 


Examinant to leave it for him at the Treaſury: That 
he accordingly did leave it at the Treaſury with Mr. 
Cori ſiether Lowe, one of the Clerks: Thar being at the 
Treaſury about ſome other Affairs in February aſt, he 
accidentally ſaw an Order that was made out in his 
Name for a Sum of Money, which he believes had 
ce been ſigned two or three Days before, but that he had 
no Notice from the Larl of [lay or any other Perſon 
that ſuch an Order would be made out in his Name.“ 
And Mr. Abraham Furie being examined in Relation 
to an Order in his Name for 1200 J. ſaid, © "That about 
e the Month of Jazuary 1730, Mr. Lawton told him 
% there was an Order made ont in his Name, and bid 
% him go and receive it; | hat he did receive it, but not 
« for his own Uſe, for he paid it over immediately to 
e Mr. Lau on, and that he did not know what Lawton 
« did with it; nor did he, Farley, know that any ſuch 
Order was made out till Mr. Lawton told him of it, 
and ſent him to receive it.“ 
And Mr. Edward Bryant, formerly Under Door-keeper 
to the Treaſury, and now Meſſenger, being examined bes 
fore the Committce in Relation to two Orders, one for 
3961 J. 65. 8 d. and rhe other for 27001, which were if- 
ſued in his Name, ſaid, That Mr. TZ hn called him to 
* endorſe thoſe Orders, which he accordingly did, and 
ce then gave them to Ar. T- ſn, and that this is all that 
& he knew about it, for he never did receive the Monc 
ö y 
„ for theſe or for any other Orders at the Exchequer, 
* nor does he know who did.” 
And your Committee alſo obſerve that there have been 
a great Number of other Orders, which do not appear to 
have been communicated to the Perſons whoſe Names 
were made uſe of therein (it any ſuch Perſons there 
were) although their Names were indorſed on the Back 
of their reſpect ve Orders, as having received the 
e Amount 
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Amount of the Sums therein ſpecified. For a Lift of Per- 
ſons in whoſe Names Money was iſſued during the Term 
of the Enquiry, lying before the Committee, many of 
theſe Names were read over, a Liſt of which is annexed 

(No 12.) to Mr. Tilſon, Mr, Fane, and Mr. Sh-pherd ; and 
they all declared they knew no ſuch Perſons, tho' Mr. 
Shepherd in particular had received Money on many of 


. thoſe Orders, and ſaid, “ he has wondered he nder ſaw 


« the Perſons who endorſed for large Sums,” and tho net- 


ther Mr. Tilſon, Mr, Fane, nor Mr. Shepherd, knew who 
; theſe Orders were endorſed by, yet Mr. Fane ſail, © that 
„ ſuch Orders where the Perſons were not known, have 
been ſometimes taken away by the Earl of Or f and 


© other Lords of the Treaſury to be endorſed; and that 


« they have often been ſent away to be endorſed, and 


© when they were thus ſenr, it was generally to the Earl of 


| © Orford. 


In the next Place your Committee lay before you, that 
though they have the greateſt Reaſon ro believe, that the 
whole Sum of 1,384,6c0/. 6 s. 3 d. (excepting the annual 
Allowance to the Secretarys f State for ſecret Service) 
was under the ſole Direction and Diſpoſition of the Earl 
of Orford; yer in order to proceed with the urmoſt Care 
and Caution, they think ir becomes them to diſtinguiſh 


to the Huuſe, thoſe Sums which they can trace into the 


Hands of particular Perſons, from thoſe which were evi- 
dently Icdged with the ſaid Earl, or with Mr. S:-9pe, Se- 
cretary to the Treaſury ; and which your Committee have 
the ſtrongeſt Reaſon to believe from collateral Proofs 
(having not been able to obtain the Direct ones) were de- 
livered over by Mr. Scrope, to the ſaid Earl. 

And they begin with Mr. Lowther, to whom the Sum of 
177,610 J. 11s. 6d. has been iſſued within the Term of 


the Inquiry, which has been diſpoſed of by him from time 


to time purſuant to Minutes of the Treaſury ; and he has 
Paid in that Interval no leſs a Sum than 50,077 J. 18s. to 
Authors and Printers, for Frce-Britons, Daily Courants, 
2 t) Candour, and Inparliality Corncutters Jour- 
nals, Cazetteers, and other political Papers, xs appears by 
the Appendix, (No 13.) And your Committee leave it 
to the Judgment of the Houſe, whether this particular 
Sum was leſs under the Direction of the Earl of Orford, 
thin it it had paſſed thro his own Hands, 
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The next Sum to be ranged under this Head, is a Sum 7 
of 39,1191. 45. which has been paid to Mr. Middleton, 
Banker in the rand, on the Earl of Hay's Account; being 
27769 l. 45. iſſued in his own Name, and 2350 /. paid him 
by Shepherd ; Mr. Middleton being examined ſaid, © that 

all the Sums iſſued in his own Name, and what was 
ce paid him by Shepherd, were received by him on the 
cc. Earl of Jays Account, out of which about 1500 J. was 
c paid for Fees; that the Earl of {ay has kept Caſh with 
« him for ſeveral Years, and that he keeps no Account 
ec of rheſe Sums of Money diſtinct from his general Cath 
« Account with the Earl of Lay; and that theſe Sums +* 
« were drawn out of his Hands, in the ſame manner 
« with the reſt of the Farl of Jays private Money, that 
perhaps 5 or 6909 er Annum of Lord /lay's Money, 
% may have paſſed thro' his Hands; that he cannot charge 
ee his Memory that any large Sums were drawn out at 
© any tune, except for Purchaſes and buying of India- 
© Bonds, nor has he remitted any Money into Scotland 
& for Lord /lay, nor does he remember that Lord lay 
& has drawn on him from Hand for more than one Sum, 
& which was about 400 J. payable to a Merchant; nor did 
« any Perſons come to him for Money according to the 
«© beſt of his Memory, but Servants and Tradeſmen. 

In the next Place your Committee lay before you, an 
Account of a Sum iſſued for his Majeſty's Service, which 
tho' in itſelf not conſiderable enough to deſerve the At- 
rention of the Honſe, yet is accompany'd with ſuch Cir- 
cumſtances, as make it their indiſpenſable Duty to take 
particular Notice of it, 

For Mr. John Lover, High BailtY of the City of Weſſmin- 
fier, having incurred the Diſpleaſure of this Houſe, by 
Acting at the General Election in an illegal and arbitrary 
Manner, in prejudice of the Rights and Liberties of the 
Elefors of the ſaid City, and in manifeſt Violation of the 
Freedom of Elections, and being in Cuſtody of the Ser- 
jcant at Arms attending this Houſe for the ſaid Offence ; 
your Committee find that 1500 J. iſſued under the Head of 
Wet: Money to reimburſe Expences ſor his Majeſty's Service, 

bi; was (auring his being in Cuſtody) applied to the Uſe of 
19 the ſaid Lever; for John Shepherd ſaid, © that Mr. Scrope 
19 *- ſent for him and pull'd out of his Pocket an Order for 
* 15c0 /, which was in his (Shepherd's) Name, and told 
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« him he muſt carry it to Sir Charles Hager and endorſe 


ce it, and Icave it with Sir Charles; that he went accord- 
« ingly to Sir Charles, took the Order ot him again, paſt 


ce jt as uſual, and received the Moncy, and delivered the 


„ 1500 J. Nett-Money into Sir CH. own Hands”, And 
Francis Gaſhry Eſq; a Member of this Houſe, being ex- 


amined, ſaid, that Sir Charles Wager told him, that he was 
in ExpeQation of getting ſome Money for Mr. Lever the 
High Bailiff of V/ minſter; and when he (Gaſhry) one 
Day returned from the Navy-board, Sir Charles told him 


that in his Abſence 1500 J. had been brought him by one 
of the Treaſury, and Sir Charles deſired him to take the 


Money and pay it to Mr. Lever; and that he received the 
1500 J. from Sir Charles the 2d of January laſt, and has 


ſince paid it to the Uſe of the ſaid Lever, as will more 


fully appear by his Examination hereunto annexed, (Ne BY, 

Beſides theſe Sums, there are two other Sums of 4.28 /. 
125. and 2110l. 13s. to be added to this Account, iſſued 
to Mr. Leheu, which he ſaid were to anſwer Bills drawn 
from abroad. Theſe Sums already mentioned, together 
with the Money iſſued to the Secretaries of State for ſecret: 
Service, are all the Money which your Committee has 


been able to trace into the Hands of particular Perſons, 


and amount in the whole to the Sum of 271,769 . 64. 
and this being taken from the Sum of 1,384,600 J. 63. 34. 
the whole iſſued under the three Heads — ſecret Service, 
there remains the Sum of 1, 112,831 J. 53. gd. which Sum, 
your Committee conceive they have traced more immedi- 
ately into the Hands of the Earl of Orford, or Mr. Scrope ; 
and do now proceed to lay the Proofs thereof before you, 
as alſo the Circumſtances which induced them to believe, 
that whatever Sums were paid into the Hands of Mr. Scrope, 
were by him paid over to the Earl of Orford. 

They firſt obſerve, that this laſt Sum of 1,112,831/. 5s. 
94. hath either been iſſued under the Head of ſecret Ser- 
vice, in the Name of Mr. Scrope, or under the Heads of 


; ſpecial Service, and to reimburſe Expences, in the Names 


of Richards, Shepherd, and others; the greateſt part of 
which hath been received at the Exchequer, by Shepherd, 
or by his Predeceſſor Richards. 

For John Shepherd being examined, ſaid, © that he has 
© received at the Exchequer ſeveral] Sums of Money, by 
Orders made out in his own Name, and other 8 by 
| rders 
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Orders made out in the Name of Perſons unknown to 
him; and that he has generally received the ſecret Ser- 
vice Money, which is in Mr. Scrope's Name; that the 
Orders for theſe Sums were generally given to him by 
Mr. Fanc, or Mr. Scrope, and ſometimes by Mr. Tilſon, 
or an under Clerk, but chiefly by Mr. Fane; and that 
he uſually repaid the Money, when he had received it, 
to thoſe from whom he received the Order, unleſs they 


particularly directed him to pay it to other Perſons ; and 


that all his Warrants were without Account, and he 
made no Diſtinction whether the Orders were in his 
own Name, or Mr. Scrope's, or in unknown Names, 
nor whether for ſpecial, or ſecret Service, or to reimburſe 
Expences ; that he has ſometimes paid Money which he 
has thus received to the Karl of Orford, and this has 
ſometimes been the {ecrer Service Money, which is in 
Mr. Scropc's Name, amounting to 5, 6, 7, or 80991. at 
a time; and that he has paid him likewiſe Money that 
was iſſued in his Shepherd's Name, but that he has not 
made theſe Payments often; and that what he had been 
employed in had been formerly done by Mr. Richards, 
bur when he died, it was put on him Shepherd.” 
Mr. Tilſon being examined, faid, © that he has had ſecret 
Service Money brought to him, but that he never did 
receive any Money at the Exchequer himſelf, Shepherd 
always brought it to him; that he has always delivered 
all Moneys he has received, whether for ſecret Service, 
ſpecial Service, or to reimburſe Expences, to Mr. Fane, 
Mr. Sc-0pc, or the Earl of Orford; that he has to be 
ſure paid very conſiderable Sums of \ cret Service Money 
to the Karl of Gr/0r4, but has no way of aſcertaining 
by Book what he has paid, the Tranſition was ſo quick. 
Henry Fane Eſq; a Clerk of the Treaſury, ſaid, “ that 
he has receivel verbal Orders from the Earl of Orford, 
to prepare Warrants for the King to ſign, and to bring 
to him the {aid Far], the Money; that Sums of Money 
for ſecrer Service have been frequently put into his 
Hands, which were ſometimes brought him by a Meſ- 
er, and that he delivered this Money either to the 
F. of Orſerd himſelf, or to Mr. Serope to carry it to 
the ud Evrly that when he gave it to Mr. Scrope, it 
was ler hin to C:rry to the Earl of Orferd, and he be- 
teves all tuch duws came into the ſaid Earl's Hands, 
excepting

i & has paid to others; that he has paid many Sums to the

other Perſons, who fignified to him, that thoſe Orders 
: e were from Lord Orford.” | 
> * Your Committee next obſerve, that the Sum iſſued in 
Mr. Scroßes Name for Secret Service during the Lime of 
| the Enquiry, amounts to 815,8 19 J. 54. 24. and there has 
t been itlued in the Name of Shepherd within the ſame 
Time, excluſive of what he paid to Mr. Middleton and Sir 
Charles Mager, the Sum of 58.6331. 14s. 2 d. and in the 
Name ot Richards, 45,546 J. 18 3. 64. and out of 32 Or- 
ders in various Names, which the Committce called for, 
206 of them amounting to the Sum of 119,211/. 8s. 4d. 
appcar to have been received by Shepherd; for he ſaid, 
he always ſigned them on the Back as a Witneſs, when 
they were not in his own Name.“ Theſe Sums thus 
iſſued in the Names of Mr. Sroße, Shepherd, Fithards, 
and of other Perſons, received by Shepherd, amount in the 
whole to 1,059, 211 J. 65. 2d, and this Sum your Com- 
mittce think they have tcaced into the Hands of the Earl 
of Orford or Mr. Scrope, who Mr. Fane believes carried all 
he received to the ſaid Earl. There is ſtill wanting to 
make up the Sum of 1,112,831/. 55. 9d. the Sum of 
33,619. 19s. 7d. and this laſt Sum hath been iſſued by 
Orders, ſix of which amounting to 23,6591. were in 
Names not known, and witneſſed by Perſons belonging to 
the Treaſury, though not by Shepherd; and the Remainder 
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55 were generally for ſuch ſmall Sums, that your Committee 
a did not think it neceſſary to enter into a more minute 
1 Examination about them. 
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I: further appears to your Committee, That beſides the 
Sum of 1,453, 400 l. 65. 3d. already mentioned, there has 
been paid in the 10 Years preceding the 1eth of February 
Iaſt, the Sum of 45,675 l. without Account, to the Secre- 
rary of the Poſt Office, for the Time being (as by an Ac- 
count hereunto annexed (No. 15.) by Virtne of a Warrant 
from the Treaſury ; and this for a Service formerly incon- 
ſiderable: Your Committee find by Papers laid before 
them, that the firſt Payment of this Kind was in the 
Year 1718, and amounted to 446/. 25. and the ſucceeding 
Payments for ſome Years were about 750/. per Annum; 
from whence it has gradually encreaſed to 4700 J. the 
preſent annual Allowance; and the preſent Secretary, John 
David Barbutt, Eſq ; being examined as to this Allowance, 
ſaid, “ That the greateſt Part of this Money is for the 
c defraying the Expence of a private Office for the in- 
& ſpecting foreign Correſpondence ; that he cannot ſay as 
« to the fiſt Eſtabliſhment of this Office, having been 
ce but three Years and a half in the Poſt Office; but he 
© apprehends there was always an Office of this Kind, 
« and that it was defrayed formerly by the Secretaries of 
“ state:“ The Eſtabliſhments in this Office ſeemed ſo 
extraordinary to your Committee, that they have added 
the Particulars, as contained in the Examination of Mr. 
Barbutt hereunto annexed (No. 16.) Your Committee cannot 
but obſerve, that this Method of giving Warrants for 
Money without Account on the Offices, where any Part 
of the Civil Liſt Revenue is received, is highly irregular, 
as it tends to diſguiſe the Sums iſſued for Secret Service, 
and may conceal the Amount of the Revenue itſelf; for if 
the Sums paid by ſuch Warrants are deduced from the 
Receipts of the Revenue before it is accounted for, and 
the Ballance only paid into the Exchequer, the Revenue 
muſt appear to be leſs by fo much as the Deductions 
amount to, 

Your Committee now proceed to lay before you the laſt 
TranſaQtions of the Earl of Orford, as firſt Commiſſioner 
of the Treaſury ; by which it will appear, that beſides the 
vaſt Sums they have already mentioned, he not only ex- 
hauſted the Remains of publick Treaſure, which his for- 
mer Profuſion had left in the Exchequer, but even pre- 
ſumed to anticipate the Revenues of his Majeſty's Civil 
Lift for a conſiderable Sum, and þy altering the _ 
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(35) ; 
Courſe of the Exchequer Payments, did avail himſelf of 
that Anticipitation, and got a large Sum of Money into 


his own Hands, diſguiſed under three different Orders: 
For on the gth of February laſt, which was but two Days 
before he quitted his Employments, Orders were ſigned 
by him for the Payment of 23,641 /. 7 5s. 64. for Secret 
Service, and to reimburſe Expences ; beſides two other 
Orders payable out of the Civil Liſt Revenues, which he 


- ſigned on the ſame Day for 5047 J. 165. 3d. 2, there being 
then other Orders on the ſaid Revenue ſtanding out and 
uncomplied with for the Sum of 1568 J. 9s. 24, amount- 
ing in the whole to the Sum of 30, 257 J. 125. 11d. +; 


- notwithſtanding that on that Day there was but 14,284 /. 


17 5. f in the Exchequer, applicable to the Uſes of his 


- Majeſty's Civil Government, as appeared to your Commit- 


tee by a State laid before them of the Caſh of the Civil 
Lift Revenues on that Day; and in order to ſhew the Ir- 
regularities of which the ſaid Earl was guilty in the 
Courſe of this Affair, it is neceſſary to lay before the 
Houſe, an Account of the regular Courſe of Payment at 
the Exchequer. 

John Shepherd being examined, ſaid, © That the Courſe 
© of receiving Money in the Exchequer is thus: The 
King iſſues his Sign Manual for a certain Sum, which is 
« counterſigned by the Lords of the Treaſury, and thereon 
© the Lords of the Treaſury direct a Warrant ſigned by 
© them to the Auditor of the Exchequer, who, on the 
« Receipt of it, makes out an Order, ſignifying that Order 
« is taken, that Payment ſhall be made; this Order is ſent 
<* to the Treaſury, and ſigned by the Lords, and then one 
© of the Secretaries of the Treaſury ſigns a Letter to the 


© Auditor, directing the Money to be iſſued when the 


© beformentioned Sign Manual, Warrant and Order, are 
produced; that theſe Inſtruments, together with the Let- 


ter, are carried to the Auditor, who directs the Pay- 


© ment of the Order to one of the Tellers, and then ſends 
© 1t to the Clerk of the Pells, in order to its being re- 
“corded, but keeps the Sign Manual and the Warrant till 
* the next Morning, when upon applying to him, he 
delivers them up to the Perſon who is to receive the 
Money, who carries them to the Clerk of the Fells, 
* where they are compared with the Order, and then the 
Clerk of the Pells writes upon the Order under the 
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(36) 
« Auditor's Direction, recorded ſuch a Day; then the Or- 
« der being carried to the Teller's, the Money is paid.“ 
By this it appears, that according to the regular Courſe 
ot the Exchequer, there muſt be many Steps thro' the 
different Offices, between the iſſuing of the Warrant and 
the Receipt of the Money from the Teller's, which were 
not obſerved in the Caſe of the Sum which the Earl of 
Orford did, on the th of February get into his own Hands; 
for it appears that this Sum was received in Conſeqnence 
of two Warrants, iſſued in the Name of Mr. Scrope for 
Secret Service; one for 8442/1. and the other for 5969“. 
and one other Warrant ifſued in the Name of Shepherd for 
Special Service for 3050 J. and was paid to the Earl of 
Orfo:d on the very Day the Warrants were ſigned by him 
the ſaid Earl; this was effected by depoſiting the Orders 
with the Bank Officer at the Exchequer, betore they were 
properly directed by the Auditor; for Mr. Matthew Collet, 
the Principal Bank Clerk who attends at the Exchequer, 
being examined, ſaid, “ That he paid the Money for thoſe 
“ Orders to Mr. Fane on Tucſlay the gth of February laſt ; 
© that the Orders were not directed by the Auditor till 
<« the 11th of February following; and he did not receive 
e the Sums for thoſe Orders at the Exchequer till the 
«& 17th; and Mr. Fane being examined, ſaid, © That he 
© received on the 9th of Febrvary laſt the three Sums of 
*© 84420. of 59691. and 30501. as Secret Service Money; 
* that it was from the Bank Officer that he received this 
* Money, and left the Orders with him; and that the 
** ſame Day, between the Hours of 11 and 1, he paid them 
* altogether in one Payment to the Earl of Orford; in his 
„ Cloſet, at his Houſe in Downing-ſtreet; that he took his 
Directions from the ſaid Earl to prepare the Warrants for 
the 3 sums, and was at the ſame Time ordered to bring 
the Money to him: He being again farther examined, 
121d, © That on the Thurſday preceding the Earl of Or- 
* ford's Reſignation of his Employments, being the 4th 
& of Febrnary, Mr, Scrope ordered him to draw a 
Warrant for a Penſion of 4000 J. per Aunum to Lord 
. Orſord, during the Joint Lives of the King and of the 
” Earl, which he accordingly did, and gave it to Mr. Scrope, 
1 who return d it him the next Day; and ſaid the Earl 
5 of Orford had peruſed it, and approved of it with 
„ ome immatcrial Alterations; and when it was wrote 
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© over fair, Mr. Scrope took it again, and, as Mr, Fane be- 
« lieves, left it with the Earl of Orſord.” 

It appears to your Committee, that one of the other 
Orders, ſigned by the ſaid Earl on the 9th of Febryary, was 
for 2000 J. payable to Major Forth, under the Head of re- 
imburſing Expences for His Majeſty's Service ; and Major 
Forth being examined, ſaid, © That he advanced a Sum 
« of Money to the Duke of Bolton, for which he was to re- 
& ceive 7000 |. at 1000 J. each half Year ; and that the 


Duke drew a Bill, directed to Sir Robert Walpole, which 
„ ran thus; I deſire you will pay to Major Forth 1000 /. 
e or his Order, every half Year, for three Years and a 


& half, to commence from Lady-Day laſt, for Value re- 
« ceived the 16th Day of May 1738; that Sir Robert Mal- 
e ole verbally accepted this Bill, but would not indorſe 
“it; that he has received 5000 l. at five different Pay- 
ce ments from Sir Robert Walpole's own Hands in Bank 
Notes, and that Lord Orford told him about the gtlx 
& February laſt, that a Warrant was ſigned for the 2000 J. 
«© unpaid, which was the firſt Order that had paſſed 
te through the T reaſury thereon.” 


Your Committee being farther defirous to inform them 


ſelves in what manner the vaſt Sums iſſued for Secret Ser- 
vice were accounted for to His Majeſty, ſent for Mr. Tz/ſon, 
who being examined, ſaid, © That when His Majeſty 
„ ſigned a Sign Manual for the paying of any Sum of 
Money to Mr. Scrope for Secret Service, he alſo fign'd, 
« at the ſame Time, a Receipt to Mr. Scrofe for the ſame 


“e Sum, but that there was always a Blank left for the 


« Date; and the Dates are at the ſame Time put in art 
* the Treaſury, to the Warrant, the Order, the Sign 
Manual, and the King's Receipt; and this is uſually 
© done by the Entering Clerk, who wrote the Sign Ma- 
© nual, that it may all appear in tlie fame Hand; that 
the Date of the Receipt is always made the ſame as the 
« Date of the Order; and he produced to your Com- 
& mittee a Paper, the Copy whereof is here inſerted, and 
& is as follows,

And your Committee being informed, that the Paper 
delivered by Mr. Tilſun was the Hand-writing of Mr. 
Thomas Wilkin, ſent for him, and he being examined, 
ſaid, „ That the ſaid Paper was his Hand-writing, and 
« was by him copied from a Paper, delivered to him by 
cc by Mr. Tilſon, and which he believed was an Original; 
© that he has never ſeen the King write, but he has teen 
« many Sign Manuals, and he thinks there was the ſame 
ce Hand to that Paper; that he has never ſeen the Earl of 
« Or ford write, but what was to the Paper he copied was 
« like what he had ſeen for the Earl of Orford's Hand; 
& that he believes the Copy he made was not examined, 
“but he copied it exactly Word for Word, and took the 
« Sums and Dates exactly, and believes it was a true Copy.“ 

Your Committee cannot but obſerve, that this Receipt 
is for one of thoſe very Sums which Mr. Fan” received by 
Anticipation of the Bank Officer, the gth of February, and 
which was not really iſſued at the Receipt of the Exche- 
quer till the 17th of February,, and never went into the 
Hands of Mr, Scrope, but was immediately carried to Lord 
Orford. | 

Your Committee were at a Loſs to know what was 
meant by thoſe Words, Examined Orford, it being impoſ- 
lible to mean the witneſſing to His Majeſty's Receipt of 
it from Mr. Scrope on that Day, for Mr. Scrope never had 
the Money, and therefore could not pay it into His Ma- 
jeſty's Hands, as that would imply; nor have your Com- 
mittee been able to inform themſelves, whether or no 
this is conformable to any ancient and regular Way of diſ- 
charging Perſons for the Receipt of ſuch Sums, or a mo- 
dern Invention; and in order to clear up this, and other 
Matters, of far greater Importance, your Committee ap- 
plied to the Houſe for Leave to examine John Scrope, Eſq; 
in Conſequence whereof he did attend on the 4th of June 
Inftant, when he did acquaint the Committee, © that he 
© had read the Oath, and found it to be a ſtrong one, and 
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ce (efired the Opinion of the Committee how he was to 
« behave ; that if they intended to examine him about the 
cc Secret Service Money, he doubted he could not anſwer 
« without having His Majeſty's Leave, and he ſaid he was 
© tender of doing any Thing which might leave a Stain 
ce on his Character; though he believes he can give no 
ce Information to the Committee, more than what they 
« have already got; and then he withdrew. Then Mr. 
Scrope was again called in, and the Chairman informed 
him, that the Committee had conſidered of what he had 


* ſaid, and he was directed to acquaint him, that they did 
not think themſelves to be in a Situation to direct or ad- 


viſe in the Affair; but the Committee deſired to know 
whether he would ſubmit to take the Oath, or not; to 
which Mr. Scrope anſwered, © I hope you will give me 
« Time to conſider of it, as being a Matter of great Con- 
ce ſequence,” and then he withdrew ; upon which the 
Committee appointed him to attend on the 14th of this 
Inſtant June, on which Day he did accordingly attend; 
and your Committee being informed that he deſired to 
ſpeak with the Chairman and the Committee, he was 
called in, and asked what he had to ſay. 

Whereupon Mr. Scrope ſaid, © That he was extremely 
&« ſorry that he ſhould give the Committee ſo much Jrou— 
© ble, for he did aſſure them that his Refuſal was not 
«© premeditated, for he came the other Day reſolved to 
© take the Oath, though he had then Doubts if he ſhould 
c anſwer in what related to Secret Service Money, and 
« thought he might have made his Objections, when he 
« was examined, to it, and accordingly began to take the 
© Oath; but when he came to the General Words, he 
© found them to be ſo Strong and General, that he doubt- 
<< ed, if he ſhould not be guilty of Perjury, it he ihould take 
© the Oath and not anſwer. 

That he had improved the Time the Committee 
© had been ſo kind to give him, and had conſulted with 
<« the ableſt Lawyers and Divines, and they have made 
© his Scruples ſtronger ; and that he did not do it to ob- 
& ſtruct the Inquiry, but could not, as an honeſt Man, 
and with a ſafe Conſcience, take the Oath : That he 
© had laid his Caſe before the King, and was authorized 
&« to ſay, That the Diſpoſal of Money iſſued for Secret 
Service, by the Nature of it requires the utmoſt Secre- 
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ce cy, and is accounted for to his Majeſly only, and 
« therefore his Majeſty could not permit him to diſcloſe 
& any Thing on that Subject. 

& That he had well conſidered with himſelf, and con- 
ec ſulted other Perſons, and thinks he ſhould be criminal 
« if he took a General Oath, when there were particular 
« Queſtions which he did not intend to anſwer, That 
« he hoped he ſhould not incur the Diſpleaſure of the 
«© Committee, for if the Oath was confined, he was ready 
c to be examined.” 

Which Behaviour of Mr. Scrope greatly ſurprized your 
Committee, conſidering the Information they had received 
from the many Papers relating to the Secret Service, which 
had been laid before them, and from the Examinations of 
the Meſſengers and the moſt knowing and active Clerks in 
the Office where he is Secretary. 

Mr. Scrope having thus refuſed to anſwer to this mate- 
rial Part of this Inquiry, your Committee begs Leave to 
obſerve, thar thoſe Sums, which are ſpecify'd to be for 
Secret Service, and which have always been iſſued in Mr. 
Scrope's Name, are the only Money for which his Maje- 
ſly gives a Receipt, and may therefore be all that the 
Crown conceives to be iſſued without Account for the 
ſpecious Titles of Special Service, and to reimburſe Ex- 
pences, ſeem, from the very Phraſe, to imply ſome Account ; 
and what is iſſued to the Sollicitor of the Treaſury under 
the Head of reimburſing Expenccs, is actually accounted 
for; ſo that his Majeſty may poſlibly be led to believe, 
that all the Money iſſued under theſe Heads is accounted 
for, as he gives no Receipt for the ſame: And thus it 
may happen, that, by the Artifice of a Miniſter, ſuch Sums 
of Money may be iſſued under the Heads of Special Ser- 
vice and to reimburſe Expences, as may endanger the Pub- 
lick Liberty, whilſt the Crown may be ignorant of the 
ſame; and by attending only to what is 1pecified to be 
for Secret Service, may believe that Service is kept within 
reaſonable Bounds. 

Theſe are the moſt remarkable Particulars that your 
Committee think proper to lay before you relating to the 
Head of Secret Service, which if it be conſidered, either 
by Compariſon or by its Conſequence, either by the Sum 
or the Manner of its Iſſue and Receipt, is equally cxor- 
bitant, dangerous, and deſtructive.

in Auguſt 1710; and the Draughts upon the Exchequer 
for that uſe in one Day only, being the gth of February 
laſt (the laſt indeed he fate at the Treaſury) amount to 2 
greater Sum than was iſſued for that Service in any one of 
the forementioned three Years, ſo glorioufly diſtinguithed 
bj repeated Victories.

They alſo find the Sums iſſued under the two Heads of 
Special Service, and to reimburſe Expences for His Ma- 
jeſty's Service, though they ſeem to imply open and de- 
terminate Uſes, yet they are iſſued withour Receipt from 
his Majeſty, as well as without Account, except what 
relates to the Sollicitor of the Treaſury; ſo that it is 
poſſible, that the Sums under theſe two Heads amount- 
ing to 508,781 J. 15. 1 d. may be iſſued and employed 
for Uſes, which the Crown itſelf may look upon as no 
Ways making part of the Article of Secret Service. And 
if a profuſe and deſigning Miniſter ſhould by theſe 
Means get a Power of ſquandering ſuch vaſt Sums of Secret 
Service-money upon his own arbitrary Deſigns, while the 
Crown may be miſled to imagine, that this Branch of 
the Government is carried on at a moderate and juſtifiable 
Expence, your Committee apprehend, that the King 
may be 1mpoverifhed, the Civil Liſt exhauſted, the juſt 


Debts unpaid, and the People in Conſequence loaded with 


new Burdens, to replace that Profuſion, which may be ſo 
dangerous to their Liberties. 

Your Committee have now laid before you the Conduct 
of the Earl of Orford, with relation to the Payment of the 
Troops, the Freedom of your Elections, and the Quan- 
tity, as well as Manner and Conſequence of iſſuing and 
receiving the Publick Money, ſuppoſed to be employed 
for the Secret Services of the State, notwithſtanding the 
Obſtructions they have met with, either for want of 
Power to compel, or indemnify, the unwilling Witneſs or 
Accomplices, and from their Inability to prote& and ſup- 
port thoſe, who might have been more ready to do their 
Duty to the Publick. | | 

Your Committee are now proceeding in the Examina- 
tion of the Copies of the Papers and Letters, and Ex-

APT. Alcxander Wilſon being examined in the moſt 
ſolemn Manner this 21ſt Day of April, 1742, ſaid, 
that he was an Agent to Lord Cathcart when he was pre- 
paring for his Expedition to the Weſf-Iadzes; that in or 
about May or June 1740, Lord Cathcart received from 
Mr. Pelham a rough Draught of Inſtrudions, which Mr, 
Pelham propoſed to give to his Deputy Pay Maſter that 


was to attend the Troops under Lord Cathcart. That this 


Examinant peruſed the ſaid Draught, together with Lord 
Cathcart ; that it contained Directions for the Deputy to 
pay the Troops at 122 at ſuch a Rate of Exchan 

as ſhould appear to Lord Cathcart, and the Superior Offi- 
cers, to be moſt advantageous to th:m : That this Rate 
of Exchange ſhould be conſtant and invariable; and that 
the ſaid Deputy ſhould keep an Account Current of what 
he thus paid, and if any Advantage accrued from the 
Currency thus ſettled, the Publick were to be intirled to 
it; but if there vas any Loſs, the Publick were to make 
it good; and it was alſo propoſed that the Deputy ſhould 
carry with him a Sum of Money for this Purpoſe, and 
ſhould be authorized to dra\v the neceſlary Bills on the 
Pay Maſter General; that Lord Cathcart approved of 
theſe Inſtructions : But on or about the latter end of June 
or the beginning of July 1740, it was intimated to rd 
Cathcart from the Pay Office, or by Mr. Burrell or Bri ſ- 
tow, that the Treaſury were of Opinion, that the Troops 
were not to be left to the Uncertainty of finding Money 
abroad, ſince Merchants might make their Advantages of 
the Neceſlity the Troops might be ſometimes under; and 
that in Conſequence of this Opinion, a Contract for pay- 
ing the Troops at the Rate 051 20 J. Jamaica Money, for 
100 J. Sterling, was then depending before the Treaſury; 
that Lord Cathcart immediately on this Information ap- 
plied by this Examinant to Mr. Willzams's and Mr. Mon- 
{on's Offices for a Meeting; his declared Purpoſe in pro- 
curing this Meeting was, if poſhble, to get the Troops 
paid in a more advantageous Manner, for he did not ap- 
prehend that the Contract was already paſt, but only that 
it was then depending; that at this Meeting, which was 
at Mr, Williams's Office, between the 4th and 13th of - Fuly 
Fe G | 1740, 
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1740, there were preſent Lord Cathcart, Mr. Hanbury 
Milliams, Pay Maſter of the Marines, Mr. Burrell and Mr. 
Bri ſtow, and this Examinant; Mr. Pelham was then in 
Nr k/hire with Mr. Arundell, as he believes. Lord Cathcart 
took Notice of the Inconveniences which might ariſe by 
paying Men only 1201. Jamaica Money for 100 l. Sterling 
when by the concurring Reports from Jamaica and of 
Merchants, the Exchange was from 135 to 140, that he men- 
tioned hereupon what he had obſerved in Armies Abroad, 
particularly what happened at Ghent and Brvges in 1712, 
where the Troops munity'd on Account of ſome {ſmall 
Deductions for Camp Neceſſaries and Bread, which were 
taken from ſome Regiments and not from others: Thar 
this Examinant ſaid at the ſame Time, that as the Troops 
from North America under Col. Blakeney were paid at the 
fall Currency of Exchange in tho e Parts, he apprehen led, 
that if they received leſs Money when they joined 
Lord Cuthcart, than what they had before, they might be- 
gin a Mutiny, and by informing Lord Cuathcart's Men, 
might occaſion Diſcontents or Mutiny amongſt them allo : 
The Contractors anſwered to this. that the Difference of 
Currency in the Northern Provinces of America, from 
whence Col. Blakeney's Troops came, was rather more to 
the Diſadvantage of thoſe Troops, than the intended Pay- 
ments of 1200. fer Cent. that the Contractors explained 
themſelves on this Particular in a Manner that this Exa- 
minant could not anſwer, nor indeed underſtand; that 
Lord Cuthcart was ſilent. The Contractors reckoned up 
ſeveral Articles of the Charge it would be to them, ſome 
of which were the Inſurance of the Money, the Freight, 
the Commiſſion which they were to pay to their Correſ- 
pondents in Jamaica, with other incident Charges, which 
this Examinant can't remember; all theſe together they 
ſaid, was the Cauſe that they could not contract for leſs 
Profit than what they ſhould get by paying 120 J. Famaice 
Currency for 109 J. Sterling. There was ſome other Talk 
upon this Affair, which all ended in Mr. Burrell or 
Briftow's (but thinks it was Mr. Burrell) declaring that they 
had made an Agreement with the Treaſury already upon 
theſe Terms, and that they could not do it for leſs Profit: 
That this Declaration of Mr. Burrell's, put an end to the 
Debates and the Meeting; for Lord Cathcart acquieſced in 
what the Treaſury thought fit, as he was under Orders: 
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he was a Polite Man, and did not chooſe to ſignify his 
Diſapprobation when it was of no Conſequence ; ſa on the 
ſaid Declaration he ſaid, he was to be determined by Su- 
perior Powers; but in private Converſation afterwards 
with this Examinant, he withed it had been better; that 
this Exammant cannot of his own Knowledge fay, whit 
Steps had been taken with the Jreaſury, with Relation to 
the firit intended Inſtructions, nor does he know of any 
Publick Notice given by the Treaſury for receiving Propo- 
ſals, nor has he heard ot any Propoſals from others bur 
Meſſ. Burrell and Brifiow, but he is not in the Way of 
Treaſury Affairs. | 

Being further examined on the 27th Day of April 1742, 
in Relation to the rough Draught of Inſtructions men- 
tioned above, ſaid, That Mr. Pelham, in Converſation with 
Lord Cathcart when this Examinant was preſent, delivered 
it as his Opinion, that the Troops might be ſupplied in 
the Manner there laid down, eſpecially as he ſuppoſed 
that Money would be brought into Jamaica by the Ang 
of Prizes: That the rough Draught was delivered to Lor 
Cathcart after theſe Converſations, that it began with the 
Stile of Inſtructions in the ſame Manner as was cuſtomary 
to give to all Deputy Pay Maſters abroad, impowering him 
to take up and draw Bills for the ſupply of the Troops, &c. 
"That it was written ina Running Hand, and, as he thinks 
in two Sheets of Paper Folio Ways, but that all the Sides 
were not filled: That as it was to be peruſed by Lord 
Cathcart as a Plan, on which, it approved of, Inſtructions 
were to be formed, there was Room lefr for Additions 


and Alrerations, but that Lord Cathcart finding that, ſo far 
as it related to himſelf, it was compleat and wanted none, 


neither Lord Cathcart nor this Examinant made any 
therein, but returned it to the Pay Office unaltered: That 
this Examinant believes, Lord Cathcart's Secretary carried 
it back, or perhaps Mr. Pelbam's Deputy might call for it: 
That rhis Examinant ſaw the final Inſtructions given to 
the Deputy Pay Maſter, but he only looked over them 
tranſiently; however, he read ſo much as to be ſure that 
the Power of drawing upon the Pay Maſter, in Caſe of 
Neceſſity or Diſappointment, was therein contained, tho 
he cannot expreſsly ſpeak rothoſe Words: This Exami« 
vant adds, that he has been: informed by one of the 
Clerks of Mr. 3://;4%:5's Office, that Mel, Burrell and

PETE R Burrell, Eſq; being examined in the moſt 
ſolemn Manner this zoth Day of Afril 1742, ſaid, 
That abour the latter End of the Year 1739, going down 
Stairs from the Houſe of Commons, he was asked by Sir 
Robert Walpole, it he, this Examinant, or his Acquaintance, 
had any Money in the Northern Colonies ; that about 
three Weeks or a Month afterwards, he told Sir Robert, 
that he could not meet with any Perſons, whom he could 


depend on, who had; and Sir Robert then replied, he be- 


lieved there would be no Occaſion for any ; that as ſoon as 
it was publickly known that Troops were going to Ja- 
maica, this Examinant took Occaſion from this Incident 
ro apply to Sir Robert Walpole, and to acquaint him, that 


as he, this Examinant, had Correſpondents at Jamaica on 


the South Sea Company's Account, who were Men of great 
Credit od arm and who had the greateſt Command of 
Money of any in the Place, this Examinant thought he 
could ſupply the Government as well as any body, if Mo- 
ney was wanted there, to which the Examinant then re- 


ceived no poſitive Anſwer; that after this, this Examinant 


conſidering with himſelf the great Importance of this Al- 
fair, he thought it too much Hazard for himſelf alone, 
and thereon asked Mr. Briſtow if he thought it could be un- 
dertaken without a great Riſque, that when they had con- 
ſulted together, they agreed on the Terms on which they 
would propoſe it: And about the Month of June, the Par- 
liament being then prorogued, they waited on Sir Robert 
tValpole at Chelſea, and made an offer of furniſhing any 
ſuch Sums, as might be wanting for the Payment of the 
4 roops, on the ſame Condirions which were afterwards 
agreed ro by the Treaſury ; that Sir Robert Walpole asked 
them, if thoſe were the loweſt Terms, and hoped they 


would 
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would not ask more than what was reaſonable, nor what 
any body ſhould complain of ; and the Examinant aſſured 
him, that upon the beſt Calculation, they had nor, That he 
would not take it on himſelf, but deſired them to make 
their Propoſals to the Treaſury ; that a few Days after this 
Converſation with Sir Robert Walpole, they did lay this 
Propoſal before the Treaſury, without any — elſe — 
ſing between them and Sir Robert in the Interval, nor had 
the Examinant any Converſation with any other Lord of 
the Treaſury before he offered his Propoſal to the Board ; 
that on Delivery of theſe Propoſals he does not recolle& 
whether he was called in or no, nor can he ſay when he 
received the firſt Notice of his Propoſal being accepted, 
nor by whom he was informed of it, but he thinks if any 
thing particular had happened on this Occaſion he muſt 
have remembered it ; nor does he recolle& of meeting Mr. 
Hanbury Williams the Morning this Propoſal was deli- 
vered ; this Examinant does indeed remember, that he 
one Morning met Lord Cathcart or Capt. Wilſon, who de- 


fired a Meeting at Mr. 1 Office, but he is 


not ſure that this was the Day of his Contracts being 
agreed to, but rather believes it was a Week or à Fort- 

night after that: The ſame Day this Meeting was deſired, 
Mr. Byiſtow and this Examinant met Lord Cathcart an 

Capt. Wilſon, and Mr. Hanbury Williams, who came after; 
that this Examinant does not conceive that Lord Cathcart 
would deſire a Meeting, or could have any thing to do 
with this Examinant and his Partner but as ContraRors, 
and therefore he thinks this Meeting was after the 
Contract was paſſed ; and he ſuppoſes the Intention of 
this Meeting was, that Lord Cathcart might be ſatisfied 
that the Troops would not be diſappointed, but that due 


Care would be taken to ſupply them with Money when 


abroad ; that at this Meeting Lord Cathcart talked to 
Capt. Wilſon of the Manner in which the Troops were to 
be paid, ſay ing to them, that if the Troops going to Ja- 
maica were not paid at the ſame Rate of Exchange as thoſe 
f.om North Amcrica, it might occaſion Diſcontents, as he 
remembered a Mutiny had liked to have happened in Hun- 
ders on the like Account; that they ſaid they had nothing 
to do with the paying of the Troops, what they had con- 
trated for was to deliver the Money at ſuch a certain Rate; 

that

that this: Examinant takes it for granted, that Lord Carte 
cart, by his Inquiry, wanted to know in what Specie the 
Troops ſhould be paid, and not at what Rate the Money 
was to be furniſhed to the Deputy -Paymaſter; that this 
Examinant does not remember there were any Diſputes at 
this Meeting, whether the Contract was a good or bad Con- 
tract, or indeed whether there was mention made about it; 
and he believes at the beginning of the Converſation, Lord 
Cathcart knew of the Contract being paſſed, and he is per- 
ſuaded that Capt. Wrlfan knew it, becauſe the Gentleman, 
who is gone over Deputy -Paymaſter, was informed by the 
Examinant with every Step taken in this Affair, and he 
was intimate with Capt. Wilfon ; that this Examinant does 
not remember to have told Capt. Milſon that the Contract 
was paſſed, but if he had met him, he believes he ſhould 
have told him, but he takes it for granted that it was 
underſtood to be done in their whole Conſervation at that 
Meeting; and he does not remember, that cither Lord 
Cathcart or Capt. Wilſon ſhewed any Surprize at that time, 
on hearing it was done, and that he thinks that this 
Meeting with him and Mr. Br:flow, was on the fooring 
of their being Contractors for the Money ; that Lord 
Catheart asked them, how they would ſupply the Money, 
and they told him they would ſend Foreign Gold; bur 
this Examinant cannot remember if there was any Talk 
about Inſurance, Freight, and other Items; that in this 
Converſarion, which he does not know laſted half an 
Hour, many Things of another Nature were talked of 
between Lord Cathcart and Capt. Wilſon, as about the Em- 
barkation of the Troops, Cc. that though this Examinant 
had contracted at 120 J. he does not recolle& that the 
Rate was mentioned at this Meeting. The reaſon for fix- 
ing the Price at 120 J. was upon the Conſideration of the 
probable Fall of the Exchange at Jamaica, when ſo great 
a Demand muſt be made upon the Payment of '© large a 
Body of Troops; that as the Exchange had advanced ſince 
the laſt War, from 111 to 135, during which Time there 
not having been any extraordinary Demand for Money 
in that Iſland, the Reverſe might reaſonably be expected, 
when a Demand of Money was made that greatly exceed- 
ed the natural Currency ; this plainly appeared upon Col. 
Blotency's Arrival with but 3000 Men, who with great 
Dith-ulties raiſed between 9 and 137,999 J. at 129 /. m_ 
coul 
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could not have procured more at above 110 J. at leaſt that 
was the Demand from thoſe who had Money by them. 
In regard to the Par of Exchange between Jamaila and 
London, I am not informed by what Rule that Calculation 
is made, unle's it be from the Value they have ſtampt on 
the Silver Specie of this Kingdom, a Shilling paſſing there 
current for 15 d. which anſwers to the Exchange of 125 J. 
for 100 /. | 

From the Uncertainty of obtaining Money at Jamarce, 


1 I defired Mr. Colebrooke to enquire at what Rate he could 


procure Bills on that Place, and he informed me he could 
not get Bills at any fixt Rate, not even at 120, nor any 
other Price than what ſhould appear the current Ex- 
change of the Iſland, as the ſame ſhould happen ro be 
upon the Time their Bills ſhould appear there; we had 
then no other Reſort, but to fend out ſome Specie to ſup- 
ply the Want of Currency in Jamaica, and in that there 
was no Certainty as to its Value, as wharſoever was rhe 
nominal Price, there appeared no Act of Council to oblige 
any one to receive it; and the Valuation is fo much out of 
Judgment, that no Man can conceive it to be made but by 
Chance, as a Moeda of 27 s. is above 3 per Cent. higher 
than a Moeda of 36s. in Proportion to the intrinfick Va- 
lue of each, which determined us to buy heavy Portugal 
Money of the Bank, not only to prevent any Complant, 
if received by Yale, but to anſwer rheir full Value, if re- 
ceived by Weight : The firſt Parcel being heavy Money of 
36 s. each, which if had been obliged to ſell at Jamaica 
by the Ounce, would have rendered Loſs inſtead of Profit 
to the Contractors: The Inſurance of this Money was at 
2 + per Cent, which went by the Men of Wat with the 
Troops, but we apprehend we had the Riſque of a Devia- 
tion, if the Ships had been ordered to Carthagena, or any 
other Port but to Jamaica, which would have thrown 
the Riſque on us ; but if from any Accident the 'Ship 
where our Money was had not arrived with the Troops, 
we had then been at the Mercy of the Inhabitants, and in 
ſuch Cafe I would willingly have compounded for 10 per 
Cent, Loſs: We agreed for 1 per Chat. Freight for all but 
what we ſent with the Troops; but we are informed one of the 
Captains has ſued our Agents for a Freight of 2 Jer ho: 
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656) 
The Charge of Shipping is but at 1 fer Cent. for the Ex- 
pence of Guards, Iron Cheſts, Seryants, and Coaches, to 
attend it, and for the Riſque and Charges of ſending the 
Money in a Boat from Portſmouth to St. Helens. 

That in regard to the nominat Value at Jamaica of the 
Gold Species, at a Medium, deducting the Commiſſion 
and Charges, we allow there doth not remain a Profit of 

per Cent. upon the preſent Contract: That no other 
Perſons but Meſſ. Burrell and Briſtow were conſulted, or 


concerned in the Contract when they firſt engaged in it; 


that after the firſt Embarkation, and this Examinant be- 
lieves after the ſecond, but before the Contract was raiſed 
to 125, Sir Robert Walpole ſpoke one Day to this Exami- 
nant, and told him that Mr. Hanbury Williams had deſired 
him to ask the Contractors, that a Friend of his, a - 
India Merchant, might have a Share in the Remittances 
but he added, you are to do juſt as you pleaſe; I don't ask 
you to let any Body in, for the Contract is yours; that ſome 
little Time afterwards, Mr. Hanbury Willzams ſpoke to this 
Examinant, and Mr. Briſtow, telling him that he had a Re- 
lation, one Mr. Hanbury, a Weſi-India Merchant, to whom 
be had Obligations; and as he had Money and Effects at 
Jamaica, he deſired he might be concerned for the future 
one fourth Part with them, and ſince that Time he has 
been accordingly concerned one fourth Part, in what re- 
Jates to the Payment of the Marines in Mr. Hanbury 
Williams's Office ; that Mr. Hanbury had wrote, as he told 
the Examinant, to his Correſpondents at Famarca, that in 
caſe any Money was wanting, he might pay it into the 
Hands of their Agents, and receive their Bills for the 
ſame; but the Examinant ſaid, that though Mr. Hanbhury 
wrote, no uſe has been made of it; that before this, Sir 
Robert Malpole never recommended any Perſon to be con- 
cerned with the Contractors, nor had any Knowledge of 
any one that was, but that ſome time after the Contract 
was paſſed, he, the Examinant, asked Mr, Mon ſon, Deputy- 
Paymaſter to Mr. Pelham, whether he would take one 
fourth Part of it, telling him, that though the Profits 
might not be great, yet unleſs ſome unforeſeen Accident 
happened, the Loſs could not be much; that Mr. Monſon 
accepted of it, and has one fourth Part. of the Contract, 
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as far as it relates to the Payment of the Troops in the 
Offi-e where he is Deputy; and being asked if Mr, Monſon 
had any Effects at Jamaica, he laid, he could not tell, nor 
had he any there himſelf, nor has he, Mr. Mon jon, advanced 
any Money, nor has he had any Share or 'Irouble of the 


Management, but is to ſtand his Share in the Profit or Loſs 
only; and beſides theſe, no Perſon elſe is concerned with 


them, to the Knowledge of this Examinant ; that this 
Examinant did offer half his own Share to his Brother, 
and a Gentleman engaged in Buſineſs with him, but they 
thought it too great Riſque for them to run; he likewiſe 
mentioned it to another Gentleman, who would not ac- 
cept of it; that theſe Refuſals were very carly, before any 
thing was done in it, more than paſſing the Contract, and 
he mentions them to ſhew that he thought he had no great 
Bargain of it. A Copy of a Minute of the Treaſury lying 
before the Committee, dated the 29th of January 1740-1, 
relating to the Refuſal of the Agents of the Contractors 
at Jamaica, to ſupply the Troops under Col. Gouch and 
Blakeney with a Sum of Money, being read to this Exa- 
minant; and it being therein ſaid, that Mr, Burrell 
agrees, that thoſe Troops were always underſtood, and 
intended as contained and included in his and Mr. 
Briftow's Propoſal to the Treaſury, this Examinant ſaid, 
that Minute had miſtaken their Meaning, for their Agree- 
ment was for the Troops under Lord Cathcart, and thoſe 
he ſhould find at Jamaica; and that this Examinant ne- 
ver underſtood that the Troops under Col. Gouch and 
Col. Blakeney would be included in the Contract, before 
the Arrival of Lord Cathcart at Jamaica. That this Exa- 
minant believes, that it was about June or Fu 1741, 


that he had the firſt Account from Jamaica of the Refu- 


ſal of his Agents to comply with the Demands of the 
Deputy-Paymaſter, that the Contractors having Advice 
from Jamaica that there was no Money on the Ifland; 


and that it was propoſed that Notes of Hand ſhould have 


a Currency, they had applied to the Treaſury for the 


Advance of a ſecond Sum; and that in December fol- 


lowing there being a ſecond Embarkation, they pro- 
cured a third Sum from the Treaſury on Account. of 
the Convenience they had of ſending it, ., px 
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And being further examined this 15th Day of Tune, he ſaid 
that Mr. Colebrooke, the Deputy Paymaſter, who went with 
Lord Cathcart, ſupplied the Place of an Agent for the Exami- 
nant, and the other Contractor; and that Mr. Colebrooke 
had a Commiſſion of one per Cent. only. And he added, that 
there never had been any Money advanced to the Contractors, 
without their delivering a Memorial to the Treaſury.

OHN BRISTOY, Eſquire being examined in the 
J moſt ſolemn Manner this 3oth Day of April 1742, faid, 
That the firſt Notice he had, relating to the Nemittiinces, 
was from Mr. Burrell, who told him, that probably there 
2 be a Contract for ſupplying the Troops under Lord 
athcart with Money; and he thinks Mr. Burrell mentioned 
his having talked to Sir Robert Walpzle about it, but he can- 
not be poſitive. That Mr. Burrell asked him, this Examinant, if 
he would be concerned, to which he agreed, and then between 
them formed a Propoſal to be laid before the Lords of the 
Treaſury ; that previous to the laying of it before the Treaſu- 
ry, they waited on Sir Robert i} alpole, who was then at 
Chelſea, the Sefions (as this Examinant believes) being ended; 
that in this Propoſal, he thinl:s, they mentioned 120 per Cent. 
as the Rate at which they would agree to furniſh the Money. 
Sir Robert ſaid, that he expected they ſhould offer it at a rea- 
fonable Profit, that the Publick may be well ſerved. That 
this Examinant cannot recolle& any- other Converſation that 
aſſed either with Sir Robert Walpole, or any body elſe, before 
their Propoſal was communicated to the Treaſury ; nor does 
he believe that they ſpoke about-it to any other- Lord of the 
Treafury ; ; that when it was laid before the Treaſury, he does 
not remember whether they went with the Propoſals them- 
felves, but is inclined to believe they did; and that they deliver- 
ed it to ſome Perſon in Office, who 1 it in; that he 
cannot remember whether there were any Debates about it, 
nor whether he was called in or no; but from a Copy of a 


Minute of Treaſury lying on the Table hefore the Committee, 


e thinks the Propoſals were immediately accepted, and he is 
ty ſure he had Notice of it when it was accepted, though 
he 
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he cannot ſay by whom, nor can he be ſure that at that Tims 
he acquainted Mr. Hanbury Williams he had agreed: That 
he remembers the Meeting of Lord Cathcart, Mr. Hanbury 
Ililliams, and Capt. //:1/5n, at Mr. Hanbury Williams's Of. 
fice, where Mr. Burrell was likewiſe preſent, but he is 
* ſure no- body from Mr. Pelbam's Office was there, and 
elieves it was in 7zly 1740; and believes it was after the 
Contract was paſſed, tho' he cannot ſay it was that Day; 
nor can he remember who firſt propoſed this Meeting, tho! 
he believes Lord Cathcart ; nor where or when the Agree- 
ment to meet was made; that the Subſtance of the Conver- 
ſation at this Meeting was, the manner in which the Troops 
were to be paid ; that Lord Cathcart talked about the Pay of 
the Troops; but this Examinant cannot tell if Lord Catheart 
ſuppoſed the Contract to be paſſed, or to be only a Propofal ; 
tho” he apprehends that the Contract was then made, and that 
Lord Cathcart knew it was made, becaufe otherwiſe they, 
as Contractors, could have nothing to do with Lord Cathcart ; 
that this Eximinant believes it might be poſſible Lord Cathcart 
might except to the paying of the Troops at a low Rate; 
that this Examinant and his Partner faid in Subſtance, that 
the Rate the Troops were to be paid at, was no Concern of 
theirs ; that their Buſineſs was only to ſupply the Money at a 
certain Rate but this Examinant does not apprehend that 
the Troops were to be paid at a lower Rate than what they 
had contracted for. That this Examinant thinks Lord Cathcart 
deſired to know in what Specie they intended to ſend out 
their Money ; that they .told him in Portugal Gold ; that 
the Contractors propofed the Rate of 120 J. Jamaica Money, 
for 100 J. Sterling, for the following Reaſons ; that they 
were to furniſh Money in a Place where there was not much; 
that therefore in Cafe a confiderable Sum was demanded at 
once, the Owners of the Money would make the moſt ufe of 
it they could, and lower the Exchange under the Rate of 1207. 
at which they had contracted for; that Colonel Plaꝶeney be- 
fore Lord Cathcart's Arrival, drew on the Pay-Office for a 
ſmall Sum, and this with Difficulty as he has heard, at, or un- 
der 120, and had he wanted a large Sum, he muſt have doubt- 
leſs drawn even ſtill lower; that this put them under a Ne- 
ceſſity of ſending out Funds or Money to ſupply the Want of 
Currency in that Place; that as Men of Buſineſs, it was na- 
tural for them to conſider the ſeveral Species of Money which 
it might be proper to fend ou that in this they found a 
1.2 great 
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great Variety; that they could not find there was any Law to 
ſettle the Currency of different Species of Coin, and the diffe- 
rent Species of Coin were actually at different Proportions of 
alue in their Currency, the Guinea in particular being at a 
lower Rate than the 36 Shilling Pieces, and both theſe lower 
than the 27 Shilling Pieces; that this Examinant is not ſure, 
that any conſiderable Sum of Moidores or 39 Shilling Pieces 
were there before, and they were apprehenſive that the Sum 
ſent out by the Contractors, which was the greateſt Part in 36 
Shilling Pieces, and the reſt in Moidores, might, on its Arrival 
at Jamaica, be reduced to an Equality with Guineas; and in 
order to prevent in ſome Meaſure the Loſs which muſt at- 
tend an Alteration in the Value of theſe ſeveral Species, which 
was not improbable, when the Diſproportion ſhould come to 
be conſidered at the Iſland of Jamaica, the Contractors ſent 
the major Part of the Supply, by the Fleet under Sir Chaloner 
Ogle, in weighty Portugal Gold of 36 . Pieces, that at 
all Events they might be the Value in Gold; that the 
Contractors ſent their Money on board three Men of War 
and inſured it, but notwithſtanding this, they were liable to 
many Riſques and Accidents; for had the Men of War been or- 
dcred to any other Place, this would have been a Devia- 
tion from the Voyage, and would have vacated the In- 
ſurance; and that the very Want of the Money at 
Jamaica, or even what was on board one Ship only, 
though it had not been loſt, would have ſunk the Ex- 
change, and that this was no improbable Accident, for 
three or ſour of the Capital Men of War were actually ſeparated 
from the Fleet and driven to Lisbon, and had the Money been 
on board either of theſe Ships, the Contractors would have 
been under great Diſadvantages, as they muſt have raiſed it at 
Jamaica at a great Loſs; and as it was, all the Money ſent out, 
had, upon the Arrival of the Fleet, no more Effect than to 
raiſe the Exchange to 130 J. and ſmall Sums ſoon after got up 
to 135, and 140; ſoon after which the Contractors came to 
a new Agreement at 125 ; that they have been told lately, that 
the Victualling and Navy have drawn at 135 and 140 ; but this 
being for Stores and Proviſions, is not like Money, but is really 
no Exchange at all ; and this Examinant did not inform himſelf 
of the Rates at which the Navy and Victualling drew when 
he was deliberating about his own Contract: He added, that 
he has ſince been told, that the Independent Companies at Ja- 
maca are paid at 125; that he believes that he might commu- 
nicate 
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nicate a Memorial, containing the Reafons for fixing the Cur- 
rency at 120 to Lord Orford, before this Examinant's Me- 
morial of the 5th of February laſt was laid before the Treaſury ; 
that ſoon after Lord Cathcart's Arrival, Meſſievrs Merewether 
and Manning, their Correſpondents, from a Miſunderſtanding, 
did refuſe to furniſh Money for the Troops; but the Deputy 
Paymaſter, Mr. Colebroote, drew on Mr. Pelham ; that this 
Examinant believes, that the Reaſon of the Refuſal of their 
Agents, was their thinking they could make a greater Advan- 
tage of their Money from the Neceſſity of the Publick, than 
what they would get by complying with our Commiſſion; 
the Reaſon urged by them was the indefinite Demand of Mr. 
Colebrooke, who refuſed to ſpecify either the Sums, or the 
Times when they would be wanted: That as the Contractors 
were to pay the Difference of theſe Bills drawn on Mr. Cole- 
brooke if they had been under 120 or 125 fer Cent, they 
thought they had a Right to thoſe Bills when drawn at a higher 
Rate, and they accordingly took them up, and paid them as 
ſoon as due with Money they received from the Pay Office ; 
but theſe Bills are {till in diſpute, and our Contract does not 
ſubſiſt any longer; for the Lords of the Treaſury have, within 
this Day or two, given Orders to the Deputy at Jamaica to 
draw. on the Paymaſter ; that no Perſons were concerned with 
them in their Contract till after it was agreed to; but that now 
Mr. Mon ſon, Deputy Paymaſter to Mr. Pelham, and Mr. 
Hanbury, a Merchant, are Sharers : Mr. Mon ſon hath a fourth 
Part of what is paid in the Office where he is Deputy ; Mr. 
Hanbury has, from a certain Time, been intitled to a fourth 
Part of what relates to the Marines, which are paid in Mr. 
Hanbury Williams's Office; that the Offer to Mr. Mon ſon 
was made jointly by the Contractors on their own Motion, and 
without the Deſire or Knowledge, as he believes, of any other 
Perſon whatſoever, and before any Remittances were made; 
and he never offered a Share to any Perſon but Mr. Mon ſon; 
that as to Mr. Hanbury, Sir Robert Malpole mentioned to them 
that Mr. Hanbury Milliams deſired his Relation, Mr. Hanbury, 
ſhould have a Part ; that Sir Robert had been ſpoke to by Mr. 
Williams about it; but he, Sir Robert, told the Contractors 
he left it to themſelves ; and it is moſt probable, Sir Robert 
Walpole mentioned this to the Contractors before Mr. Hanbury 
Williams ſpoke to them; that neither Mr. Monſon, or Mr. 
Hanbury, have advanced any Money on this Affair, nor in- 
deed have the Contractors themſelves properly advanced any 
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( 62.) 
Money; for on delivering their Bills drawn at Sight on Jamaica 
to the Paymaſter here, he furniſhed the Money for them, as is 
the conftant Practice of the Pay Office, whenever Bills of 
Exchange are furniſhed, payable in foreign Parts by the Drawers 
of ſuch Bills, or by Draughts from Jamaica on the Pay Office, 
— make good ſuch Sums as are raiſed for the Service on the 
ſland. 

And being further examined this 22d Day of June, 1742; 
ſaid, That the Contractors allowed to Mr. Colebroote, who 
carried out the Money ſent with Lord Cathcart, One per 
Cent. Commiſſion ; but the further Sums which have been 
ſince fent out, and all other Tranſactions relating to this Af- 
fair have been managed by their Agents at Jamaica, to whont 
they are to pay Two per Cent. 

And further ſaid, that an Action has been brought againſt 
their Agent at Jamaica by Captain Knotoles, for 2 + per Cent. 
Freight, for the Money which he carried out, at the Time of 
Lord Cathcart's going on the Expedition, for which, as the 
Examinant is informed, Capt. Knowles has obtained a Verdict, 
which if the Contractors ſhould be obliged to pay, will be a 
Precedent for other Captains of Men of War by whom 
Money was ſent out at the ſame time. | | |

HARLES Hanbury Milliams, Eſquire, being examined 

in the moſt ſolemn Manner, this 3oth Day of April, 
1742, ſaid, That on the gth of Fuly laſt, as he thinks, bein 
in his Chariot, he met Meſſrs. Burrell and Briſtow, who tol 
him, That they had made an Agreement with the Treaſury 
for remitting Money to pay the Troops at the Rate of 120 J. 
Jamaica Money for 1001. Sterling; that after meeting Meſſrs. 
Burrell and Briſtow, he went to the Treaſury, and, he thinks, 
he ſaw Lord Cathcart in one of the Rooms of the Treaſury, 
and thinks he talked of what Meſſrs. Burrell and Br:i/iow had. 
told him to Lord Cathcart ; but he is not poſitive. That the 
ſame Day there was a Meeting at his Office in Scotland Jara, 
at which were preſent Lord Cathcart, Capt. Alexander MWilſon, 
Mr. Burrell, Mr. Briſtow, and this Examinant ; but he can- 
not ſay any body elſe; in particular he cannot ſay Mr. Mon- 


ſen was preſent ; that this Meeting was deſired that Morning, 


either by Lord Cathcart or by Captain Wilſon, at his Inſtance, 
but he cannot tell which; he thinks they all met at the Trea- 
ſury, 
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(63) 
ſury, and went from thence to the Office; that the Conver- 
fation, which laſted two Hours, turned on the proper Means 
of carrying Meflrs. Burrell and Briftow's Contract into Ex- 
ecution, and preventing the Troops from being diſappointed 
for want of Money ; that he inclines to imagine, that Lord 
Cathcart knew that the Agreement was made. This Examinant 
asſked Meſſrs. Burrell and Briſtoto, what Money they had 
ſent over, and what Credit they had eſtabliſhed for this Pur- 
poſe ; but that this was a Queſtion ariſing from his own Care 
and Curioſity only; that he believes Lord Cathcart ſaid, he 
had heard that the Exchange in the City was 130 or 135 ; 
that if the Troops were paid at 120, the Difference might 
occaſion an Uneaſineſs among them; that what Lord Cathcart 
ſaid, was rather repining and diſliking the low Rate of Ex- 


change they had agreed for, than diſputing about it; that in 


Conſequence of this Diſlike of Lord Cathcart's, Meſſrs. Bur- 
rell and Briſtow entered into a Detail about Exchanges, en- 
deavouring from thence to ſhew, that they could not afford to 
remit cheaper ; but this Examinant did not underſtand all the 
ſaid on this Head; that Meſſrs. Burrell and Bri/taw talked of 
their Agreement as made ; but whether at the Beginning or 
End of the Meeting, he cannot ſay: That he cannot ſay or 
remember that Mr. Burrell, at the End of the Converſation, 
told them he had agreed with the Treaſury ; nor can he ſay, 
that he. heard Lord Cathcart mention the American Troops as 
then paid at a higher Rate of Exchange. 

N. B. Charles Hanbury Williams, Eſq; being now at Bath, 
could not ſign his Examination; but it was read over to 
the Committee twice, and was found to be agreeable to 
the Minutes then taken,

YAMES Knight, Eſquire, being examined in the moſt 
ſolemn Manner, this 3d Day of May, 1742, ſaid, That 
he lived many Years in Jamia, from whence he came to 
England about 5 Years fince, and that he has many Effects, 
Rents and a Plantation in that Iſland ; that when he lived there, 
he acted as a Factor to the Guinea Merchants, and has ſold 
ſeyeral Cargoes of Negroes to the South Sea Company, which 
were paid for in Bills of Exchange in London, and had by his 
Employments the Means of being acquainted with the Re- 
nuttance 
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(64 
mittance from that Iſtand, both in Specic and in Bills; that the 
Exchange between Jamaica and London has, for 7 Years paſt, 
varied very little, being from 140 to 135, but generally 140, 
very few Bills being drawn under that Rate, excepting parti- 
cular Contracts in the Sales of Negroes, Eſtates, or other 
Effects, when the Exchange.has ſomtimes been agreed on at 
135 and ſometimes at 1371, the Difference in the Exchange 
being conſidered in the Purchaſe. The South Sea Company 
in particular, ſettled their Exchange at 135 per Cent. at which 
Rate they draw for conſiderable Sums, and in Conſideration 
of the Exchange, and the Number of Negroes they bought, 
they had them at a Price accordingly, the Planters paying 35 
and 36 per Head, in Bills at 140 J. per Cent. and 38 and 40 
in Sugars, or other Produce of the Iſland, when the Company, 
by means of their Bills being at a lower Exchange, furniſhed 
themſelves at 31 and 32 J. per Head Jamaica Currency; that 
he has now a Bill of 600 J. drawn on the Ordnance at 140, 
and he has had two others of 500 J. each, drawn on the fame. 
Office, and other publick Bills, as well as private, at the ſame 
Rate within the laſt Twelve Months; that the Independent 
Companies conſtantly draw at 140 J. as he has heard and be- 
lieves, except one or two Officers who have bad Credit. That 
he believes, before the War, the Bills remitted from Jamaica 
to England, including theſe drawn by the South Sea Company, 
may have amounted to 100,000 J. per Ann. that there are be- 
ſides, great Sums ſent from thence to England in Specie ; that 
before the War it was common for ſingle Men of War to 
bring 40 or 50,0007. from thence ; and he believes, including 
the Money ſent over by the South Sea Company, upwards of 
520,000 d. per Aun. in Specie, was uſually remitted from 
Janmica at a Medium, before the Commencement of the 
War; that the Specie of Jamaica conſiſts chiefly in Spaniſh 
Coin, there are ſome Shaniſb Piſtoles and Dubloons ; that there 
is a Law in Jamaica, made about the Year 1681, which 
aſcertains the Currency of Spanihh Money, and makes it Felony 
todimmiſhor falſify it; but tho* he has known Perſons tried upon 
the Law; yet, in general, it is not much obſerved, the Coin 
being commonly clipt and diminiſhed of its true Weight; and 
the Portugal Money is not included in it, becauſe there was 
then none upon the Ifland. That when this Examinant heard 
that the Troops were going to Jamaica, he enquired how they 
were to be paid; and on being told, that the Treaſury would 
contract with private Perſons for that Purpoſe, he did himſelf 
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intend to make an Offer for the furniſhing of the Money ne- 
ceſſary; but in very few Days after, he heard the Treaſury 
had agreed with Meſſrs. Burrell and Briſtow, at the Rate of 
120 J. Jamaica Money for 100 l. Sterling; that this Exami- 
nant does not believe, that the Treaſury ever gave Notice that 
they intended any ſuch Contract; that indeed he does not 
know that a formal publick Notice has ever been given by 
the Treaſury on ſuch Occaſons; but he has heard, that in 
Queen Anne's War, the Treaſury, when they have had ſuch 
Contracts in View, have communicated their Intentions to 
Merchants, which was in Effect the ſame thing, and was what 
this Examinant expected in the preſent Caſe ; and had this 
been done, this Examinant believes, that ſeveral others beſides 
himſelf, would have propoſed to have furniſhed the Govern- 
ment with Money at Jamaica: That this Examinant would have 
furniſhed the Money at the Rate of 1 30 J. per Cent. provided 
he could have obtained the fame Advancement which he has 
heard was made to Meſſrs. Burrell and Bri/tow ; for in Pro- 
portion to the Advancement, he propoſed to have made his 
Offer of furniſhing the Troops with Money, otherwife he 
could not have afforded ſuch an Exchange, and ſhould have 
thought it a good Bargain; that he ſhould have thought him- 
ſelf ſecured againſt any Diſappointment for the want of Cur- 


rency at Jamaica, by ſending over in Specie one third Part of 


what he might be ſuppoſed to want in Six Months Time; 
for that he apprehends the only Difficulty would have been 
at firſt, when the People there, on the Arrival of ſo great a 
Number of Troops, might endeavour to lower the Exchange 
that afterwards he does not doubt but he could have con- 
tracted with People on the Iſland to have furniſhed the Money 
at the Rate of 137, per Cent. or by other Means provided 
Money to anſwer the Occaſion ; that if the whole Money was 
advanced to him here before hand, and he was only to ſend it 
over, and to furniſh the Money at Jamaica at the Rate of 
130 J. per Cent. he ſhould think that he might make 12 or 
15 per Cent. per Annum of the Money which he thus ſupplied, 
becauſe he could return the fame Money twice in the Com- 
paſs of one Year: He added, that he believes the Inſurance 
of Money on Men of War, from London to Jamaica, might 
be done at 2 per Cent. to pay 84 ; that the Commiſhon which 
he pays to his Agents at Jamaica for tranſacting his Affairs is 
5. per Cent. but if he was to negotiate 30 or 40,000 /. for the 

overnmens, he would have done it when at Jamaica for 
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24 per Cent. with all his Heart, and doubts not but other 

Perſons of Credit and Reputation in Jamaica would have 

undertaken the ſame for the like Commiſſion, or leſs.

R. BURRELYL, one of the Contractors for the 
Remittances for the Marines to Jamaica, hath de- 
livered the Letter hereunto annexed, into the Office 
of the Pay-maſter of the Marines wherein he propoſes that 
a further Sum of Nine Thouſand Five Hundred Pounds, may 
be iſſued for Subſiſtance to the Marines, going on the intend- 
ed Expedition. I humbly pray your Lordihips will be pleated 
to order the ſaid Sum to be iſſued to the Pay-maſter of the 
Marines, for Uſes hereafter to be directèd, viz.

WI having received, by Order of your Lordſhips, a Copy 

of a Memorial from the Paymaſter General of his Ma- 
jeſty's Forces, dated the 15th of December laſt, containing a 
State of the Tranſactions at Jamaica, relating to the Exchange 
and the Pay of the Troops there, and referring to ſeveral 
Letters from his Deputy in that Ifland, dated the 1it, 7th, 
and 12th of September laſt ; alſo a Letter from Brigadier Ge- 
neral Guiſe, dated the 4th of September; to all which your 
Lordſhips are pleaſed to require our Anſwer. In Obedience 
thereto, we beg Leave to lay before You in the firſt Inſtance, 


the Reafons upon which our Contract was founded in its ori- 


ginal Price of 120, and augmented afterwards to 125. 
The Rule for fixing any Price of Exchange, could only be 
found by the Probability of the Rate at which Money might 
be raiſed at Jamaica; and in order to attain that Knowledge, 
we endeavoured to procure Bills here on Jamaica, but could

not ſucceed, even at 120 J. It is well known, the Iſland of 
Jamaica has no Species of its own, but is ſupplied chiefly, if 
not entirely, by what it draws from the Spaniſh Weſt Indies 
for Ballance of Trade, and of this a very ſmall Quantity does, 
or can remain in the Iſland, for this Reaſon, becauſe Silver, in 
which that Ballance is paid, bears a higher Price in England in 
Proportion to the Exchange, than it does at Jamaica; and 
the Currency of the Iſland is ſo inconſiderable, that it is ex- 
treamly difficult to recover Debts of any Kind but in Sugar, 
or ſome other Produce of the Plantation. 

The Par of Exchange between England and Jamaica, is 
deemed to be 125 for every 1001. Sterling; but as the Ex- 
change between any two Places depends upon many Contin- 
gencies and Incidents, no fixt Price or Courſe can be aſcer- 
tained ; but as more or leſs Money is to be paid at one Place 
or the other, it muſt eternally vary. The Exchange might 
be at 125, or higher, whilſt the Ifland of Jamaica remained 
upon the ſame Footing with regard to England, which it had 
been for many Years ; but the Myment England was obliged 
to pay fo large a Sum in Jamaica for Subliſtence of the Troops, 
the Caſe muſt alter, as it did with regard to Colonel Blateney, 
who, before the Arrival of the Forces under General Went- 
worth, could, with Difficulty raiſe a ſmall Sum for Subſiſtence 
of the American Regiments at 120; and had not this inevitable 
Conſequence been foreſeen by us, and the Money for the 
whole to have been raiſed upon the Iſland, no Man can fay at 
what Rate the Perſons in Pofleflion of the Currency would 
have given it, or what Price the Exchange would have fallen 
to; but if a Judgment may be form'd from the above Inſtance, 
it muſt have been greatly under 120. The Pay of an Inde- 


pendant Company cannot bear a Parallel with the preſent 


Caſe, as there is no Proportion in the Sums to be raiſed. Upon 
theſe Conſiderations it became incumbent upon us, for the 
publick Service, as well for our own Safety, to remove the 
Difficulties which attend the raiſing the Money there, and the 
only Expedient left to avoid the Impoſition of the Perſons 
who were in Poſſeſſion of the Currency, was to provide a 
new one, in ſome meaſure independent of them.

Merewether and Manning, whom we appointed 
our Agents at Jamaica, did refuſe to comply with a Demand 
made on them by Mr. Colebrocke, for the immediate Payment 
of a Sum of Money, and alſo what might be further wanted 
for the Service of the Expedition at 120; and the Reaſon al- 
ledged for this Refuſal, was Mr. Colebrocbe's abſolute Denial 
of their Requeſt, to be inform'd what Part of the Money, 
brought out by the Deputies, had been iſſued; what Sums 
were then wanted, and what Sums would be neceſſary from 
Time to Time to be raiſed for carrying on the Service, 
This Denial of Mr. Colebroote, and his peremptory Demand 
without Limitation, we conceive muſt have been calculated 
to deter our Agents from the Execution of our Orders, and 
he thereby to get the Tranſaction of the whole into his own 
Hands. 

As ſoon as we received Notice of what had happened be- 
tween the Deputies and Meſſts. Merewether and Manning, 


we made an Alteration in our Agency, acquainting your

pointed Mr. Fohn Gray our Agent, who made an immediate 
Offer of all ſuch Sums as were, or ſhould be wanting for his 


: Majeſty's Service at 125, agreeable to a new Engagement we 
| had enter'd into with your Lordſhips. 


As Mr. Colebroote would no longer pretend Refuſal, on the 
Part of our Agent, of the Payment of any Sum of Money 
which he ſhould require, he pleads the Want of Orders, and 
that our Contract was at an End, notwithſtanding Notice 
was given him of the new one, made with your Lordfhips at 
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125; and under theſe Pretences he refuſes to accept of the Of- 
fer made him by our Agent, and continues to draw himſelf 
on the Paymaſter General. 

The Aſſurance that Mr. Colebrooſe gives to the Paymaſter 
General, that the Exchange muſt keep up at 140, appears to 
us moſt extraordinary, as we think nothing in Nature can be 
more precarious or uncertain, than the Courſe of that Exchange. 

The Computations made by Mr. C/ehrooke in his Letter of 
the 1ſt of September, are erroneous in Part, and extreamly 
fallacious in the Whole. Piſtoles, inſtead of the Price which 
he mentions of 163. 8 d. are not to be bought under 175. 
2 d. and Moidores of 275. not to be found for any large 
Sum ; the Non-coinage of this particular Specie for many 
Years having render'd it very ſcarce,. the Addition of 6 per 
Cent. to this Computation for Freight and Inſurance from 
Jamaica to London is placed directly contrary to what it ought 
to be; it isa neceſſary Charge upon the Remitter who ſends 
it from hence, and at whoſe Expence 1t got thither, and by 
which Means alone the Exchange bears any Price at all ; his 
Computation on Silver, is equally erroneous ; the Price which 
he mentions to be 5s. Ed. in England, has been ſince the Com- 
mencement of the War with Spain, and will probably remain 
ſo during the Continuace of it, from 5 s. 7 d. to 5s. 75 for Pieces 
of Eight, and ſo in Proportion for ſmall Pieces, which, up- 
on a Medium of 75s. 3d. and 7s. 2d. Jamaica Currency, 
forms an Exchange of about 128 + per Cert. 

Mr. Colebrocke, to complete the whole, ventures in his Let- 
ter, the 7th of September, to write to the Paymaſter General, 
that by his Succeſs, his Majeſty's Troops had been ſupplied 
from 20 to 30 per Cent. better or cheaper than they would have 
been by our Agents. In order to give your Lordſhips all the 
Light in our Power, we beg Leave to lay before you the real 
State of the following Species mentioned in Mr. Colebrooke's 
Letter, in reſpect to their Price here, their Value in Jamaica, 
and what their Produce is to the Remitter, after Deduction 
of the Charges they pay for the ſame, viz,

Then there remains a Profit, Jamaica Currency, the Sum of 4 
on 139+ not quite 3 per Cent. which we preſume will not be 
thought by your Lordſhips unreaſonable, conſidering the Truſt 
we are obliged to put in Agents at that Diſtance, and the 
great Hazard that attends all Tranſactions in thoſe Parts, to 
which we mult again repeat, that as the Riſe of Exchange was 
entirely owing to the Money ſent out by us ind that Money 
miſcarried we muſt have felt the Inconveniency of a Want of 
Currency for the Subſiſtence of the Troops, and been expoſed 
to the Mercy of thoſe Perſons who were engaged in a Combi- 
nation to make their Advantage of it, and the Profit now 
made no way equal to what we muſt in that Caſe have ſuffered; 
and this leads us to take Notice of what the Paymaſter General 
deſires in his Memorial, that your Lordſhips will give Orders 
and Directions for the Diſpoſal of the Profit or Difference by 
Exchange on the Bills drawn upon him by his Deputy.

And if Sir 
Charles did not inquire of Mr. Shepherd whether the Fees 
were to be paid, or if Sir Charles Wager did nor deſire 
Mr. Shepherd to receive the Money; the Examinant ſaid, 
that he does not recollect any of theſe Circumſtances, nor 
can he remember that he was preſent when any ſuch Order 
was brought to Sir Charles Mager; that Sir Charles Wager 
did ſay to the Examinant, that he was in Expectation of 
getting ſome Money for Mr. Lever the High Bailiff of 
Weſimmnſter to aſſiſt him, Mr. Lever then being in great 
Diſtreſs, for he being a Brewer had loſt his Cuſtomers, 
and was forced to Keep at Home to avoid his Creditors ; 
tha: when this Examinant returned one Day from the 
Navy Board, Sir Charles Wager told him, that in his Ab- 
ſence 1500 J. had been brought him by one of the Trea- 
fury, and Sir Charles deſircd this Examinant to take the 
Money, and pay it to Mr. Lever ; that the Examinant re- 
ceived the 1500 l. from Sir Charles Wager the 2d of Ja- 
nuary laſt ; that Mr. Leger, ſome time before this, though 
the Examinant believes it could not be a Fortnight, ap- 
plied to Sir Charles Wager, and mentioned the Diſtreſs he 
was in for Money to pay his Malſter, that Sir Charles had 
been told the King would give him (Lever) ſome Money, 
and thereon Sir Charles lent him 500 J. for which the Exa- 
minant thought it proper to take a Bond; that on the 34 
of January laſt, Mr. Lever had of this Examinant 1090 I. 
that is, 500 J. in ready Money, and 500 J. to pay off the 
aforementioned Bond; that on the 6th of January Mr. 
Gooftrey brought to the Examinant a Bill of Coſts, on an 
Information againſt Mr. Lever, Cc. relating, as this Exa- 
minant imagines, to the Election at Vein ſier, which 
amounted to 124 /. 145. and this Bill the Examinant 
paid on Mr. Lever's Account : That on the gth of February

O HN David Barbutt, Eſq; Secretary to the Poſt Of- 


fice, being examined in the moſt ſolemn Manner this 
18th Day of May 1742; and being aſked as to the Diſpo- 
ſition of the Money paid into his Hands, without Account, 
by a Warrant from the Crown, ſaid, That there is in the 
Poſt-houſe a private Office for the inſpecting Foreign Cor- 
reſponlence, and that the greateſt Part of that Money is 
for the defraying the Expence of this Office: That the 
Accountant General and Receiver General, who have in- 
ſpected the Books, have told him, that the firſt Traces
